W a s h in g t o n , March 17.h.—Mrs. Danen- 
hower has a IcDg letter from her son, Lieu 
tenant Danechuw r, of the Jeannette explor- 
¡UX expedition, dated Yakutfk, biberia, De­ 
cember 30th. 
It contains no m-ws which has 
not been 
auticip .ted by telegraphic dis­ 
patches. but gives some iiitercatiug details 
w ith reference to the life of the Jeannette sur­ 
vivors at Yakutsk. 
The Lieutenant says : "T h e death of Gar­ 
field is a topic often mentioned, and from ac­ 
counts here I l-.-rn that he was shot by 
Guiuti on the train near Long Branch. 
A 
great deal of interest a.,d ympathy is mani­ 
fested by the Russians. 
Last evening 1 saw 
a Tomsk newspo-n r, which said an allowance 
had been made for a cruise after the Jean­ 
nette, and had reached latitude 80° 5o north, 
on the west coart uf Spitz, nbergen. Had 
our ship held together two years, she would 
probably have drifted cut in that vicinity. 
About 9C0 miles south of this place there 
lives an Engliehman named Lee, and from 
him I hope to barn a good de .1 cl uewa.” 
W ritten on a sepaiate slip of pap r, and 
dated the next day, is a postscript: “ Melville 
arrive! just as I fi-ishtd my letter yesterday. 
Ho made the j urrey to the north of Bulun 
in search uf De Lntg and Hardy. 
He found 
the ship’s log aud instruments that were 
stowed away near the place where they 
lauded, tu t did ujt find the people. 
The 
search is now going or, and is limited to a 
very narrow strip of country to which the 
party have been traced. 
On our return to 
the United States we have 4,100 mi!es to 
make before reaching a railroad station." 


T h e P e m v i a n - lh t le M u lle r —H is s in g L et­ 
ters F o u n d . 
W a s h in g t o n , M»rch 17th.—The Secretary 
of State reports to Cengr ss that he has found 
a letter relating to the Peruvian-Ohilsan 
matter from Horace N. Fisher to Seward 
November 17, 187S. 
As relating to the sama 
subject the Secretary tranemits a copy of a 
letter of the 8th inst. from Horace N. i isber, 
with which he sent hither copies of two of the 
papers herttcfore reported as ir issing, name­ 
ly, his letters cf July 13 and 14, 1879, report­ 
ing the course cf events on the Pacific coast. 
It will be observed that Fisher is not able to 
reproduce bis latter of November, 1879, 
having retained no copy thereof, but the orig­ 
inal lett-r havi g been found, as explained 
above, the series of Fisher's letters is cow 
complete. The Secretary of State also trans­ 
mits, as coming appaiently within the pur­ 
view of the Senate resolution, a personal 
note of the Chilean Minister, Martinez, to 
the late Assis-ant Secretary of State, Gated 
November 23, ,1881. This paper seems to 
have been overlo. :ed by the clerks who col­ 
lected the correspondence previously submit­ 
ted. 
It is now laid before the President for 
transmission to the Senate, in order that the 
resp mse of the Department of State to the 
resolution of December lo.h may be as com­ 
plete as possible. A renewed and exhaustive 
examination of the files has failed to show 
that any other pertinent pipers had been re­ 
ceived 
prior to the date of 
the last 
transmission, 
January 24 ,h, or to dis­ 
cover 
any 
mis ing 
papers 
save 
the 
letter from Fisher of November 7, 1879. 
Fisher’s first letter to Mr. Seward, dated off 
Guayaquil, July 13, 1879, relates to the ship­ 
ment from New York of a torpedo boa’ for 
the Peruvian navy, invoiced “ a launch ” for 
the guano com par y at Callao. 
Fisher’s sec­ 
ond communication is merely a detailtd ac­ 
count of the situation as he found it upon 
arriving at the Guayaquil fisheri-s. 
A letter 
dated Lima, Chile, November 7, 1879, and 
addressed to Seward, eays : “ The Governor 
of this province has just shown me a dis­ 
patch of Senor Santa Maria, Prime Minister 
of Chile. 
This dispatch confirms officially 
the 
successful landing 
of 
the 
Chilean 
army 
at 
Possaguinian, 
Peru, 
and the 
operations there. By last week’s mail I wrote 
my old General, A. D. MeOook, at the army 
headquarters, explaining my views, and mak­ 
ing some important suggestions. 
I requested 
him to confer with General Garfield, and 
then, if they both approved the suggestion, 
to present the same to his friends, the Presi­ 
dent and General Sherman, and also to Sec­ 
retary Evarts. If you show General MeCook 
this letter, and ask him, he will undoubtedly 
show you it. The views there given are con­ 
firmed even more strongly, and had 1 time 
before the mail close I would send you a copy 
r f it for your information. 
Iu my judgment 
the crisis of the war is close at hand, aud the 
opportunity alluded to in rr.y letter to Gen­ 
eral McGook should be carefuliy oom-idered. 
Martinez, in bn letter to H itt, under date 
of Legation of Chile, Washington, November 
23, 1881, says : I forgot yesterday to tell 
you what one of my friends in New York had 
communir ated to me. 
He fells me that Mr. 
Adams, Minister of the United State3 to 
Bjlivia, had given out that he carried in- 
strue.ions of groat severity against Chile, 
and that he ha’e-j that country. 
He added 
that in his opini-n Chile shou 1 not ¡.sk for 
auy other territorial annexation in the desert 
than as far as the twenty-third degree, and 
that it was necessary to have the guano and 
saltpeter worked by an Am:-rican company.

C hicago, March 17th.— l’he headquarters 
of the Ircquoisj Club in Kaver’y’a building 
presented an animated appearance yesterday, 
the occasion being the reception in ibis city 
by the Club of a large number of distin­ 
guished Democrats from ouieide the city, 
and a celebration of the day—the one hun­ 
dred and fifteenth anniversary of Andrew 
Jackson’s birthday—by means of a banquet 
at the Palmer House last tvening. 
The 
Iroquois Club is a newly-organized body, and 
compri-es the best Democrats in the city, and 
this event is its first formal introduction to 
the attention of the outside world.

the summit of the mountains, as we gsae 
upon the distant plains toward the Atlantic 
and toward the Ptcifio, the spirit of our 
country is upon us and assures us ;h.it in 
every element of wealth and greatness we are 
to lead all the nations, if we but dwell to­ 
gether in peace aud harmony. 
Ban Francisco 
ia the New Yolk of the Pacific coast. 
It 
commands the cimmerce of the East ard the 
trade of the Pacific slope wiih its gold and 
its silver and its product- of the soil. 
Wc 
will go out upon the bay as far us the Golden 
Gate, the great entry to oar country Ir- ill the 
Pacific. 
It cau be securely defended, ard 
the defenses already completed aro probably 
impregnable. 
We 
cannot remain longer 
at San Francisco. 
Of course we will return 
by 
the 
Scnthun route ; next 
time it 
will be by the Northern Pacific route. 
The 
train cannot wait for us to visit the vine­ 
yards and orange groves of U s Angeles, or 
San Gabriel, or San Bernardino.

Gwin(Cah) spoko instead of Lamar, and 
Jenkins (Wis.) spoke for Hreckecrijge, who 
was also absent. At a very late hour speeches 
were made by a number of gentlemen not 
down on the programme. The whole affair 
has been a success in every sense, and was 
extremely gratifying to the local Democracy. 


EX-SENATOR GWIN’s REMINISCENCES. 
One of the most noteworthy gentlemen 
present Wa3 ex-United States Senator Gwin 
(Cab). 
He did not come by invitation, but 
was passing through the city on his way to 
his Western home, and, being met by one of 
the Reception Committee, was brought to 
the m. eting aud was most cordially received 
and induced to accept the invitation to rt 
main and participate in the evening's social 
and banquet.

The Central Railroad has only one object, 
and that is the building up of business ali 
along its line.

turn for our money, just as meu sell groceries 
or dty goods. 
They d > not do business 
merely for the fun of the thing, do they? 
No. They strive to make a profit from it, ar.d 
out of the income they support th ir families 
and educate their children. Very well, that’s 
all that we want to get from our railroads. 
When I cannot get a fair return for my in­ 
vestment, you just count me out, and that’s 
all there is about it. 
These anti monopolists 
want to cut down onr profits, I suppose, but 
if they accomplish their purpose, would they 
sell groceries one whit cheaper? Not a bit 
of i t ! They will take everything tl-ey can 
get, and then ask for more. 
They do not 
seem to know that the trar.spjrtation of 
freight is done at a less profit than any other 
business in the country. 
Five years ago we 
would have said it was impossible to carry 
freight at the rates the railroads are now get­ 
ting. 
Think one moment of the great reduc­ 
tion that has been made in that time.

haps in five years more we may look back to 
the present rates, and think they were high.

thought that Green is falling into the error 
that is ruining so many writers of this age, 
that of writing too many books. 
But so long 
he ia able to show, a3 he does ia this 
instanc-.’, that- his work is timely, and not 
merely repetitive, is c-w, and not a mere 
rehisli, he can continue to produce with 
safely’all the books that his indomitable 
industry aud fine schotarsh’p may set as ta-^s 
before him. It is not to be said that he has 
in this volume given any new facts, nor that 
he has traversed any paths that have not 
been trod by others, and long before him. 
But it is true that no one has as yet presented 
the earlier history of E gland m all its im­ 
portance, nor have the e who have treated of 
it don** so with that connectedness that was 
desirable, n r h.-ve any of them—aud this is a 
broad statement, but u derstandii g’y wade— 
pre erved the matter in that interestyig; form 
that m ikes Ps readiae ’he most attractive i f 
which it is capable. 
Mr. Green f.ivt-s to ul a 
is otherwise the dry bines of history, the life 
and vigor of which a master hand is capa .he, 
and which even more able historians and pro­ 
founder scholars have failed to do. 
With 
Green it seems to have been a rule that noue 
of his narratives shall be dull, and when they 
threaten to be so he invati »bly hastens .he 
'story and condenses the recital—it must be 
confessed at times with some punishment to 
the historical detail. Wearisome ho seems 
to have resolved that his writings never sha 1 
be 
W ith this motive in the front, we hence 
often find him brief where others have been 
full and ela b o ra te, and that he at times gal­ 
lops where others have crawled. 
He makes 
a connected story and wastes no tune over ef 
forts to give the ie?s important facta the force 
of those of greater value. In his introduction 
Professor Green presents the plan of the 
work under notice in these words : 
I have thought it.better t i gather up and com­ 
plete w hat I could I i the history of the earlier times 
ui> to the uniou <>t Kngl-nd uudt-r E cjfberht; ami 
this id more because these years f riu a distinct 
period in our na’iuuai history whose interest and 
im portauee have, 1 th r k, still to be fui y recog­ 
nize!. 
1 hey form, in fact, the period of the making 
of England—the age during which our fat ers c li­ 
quored and settled over the soil *>f Britain and when 
their p ilitical wad social li e took the form which it 
still retains. The centuries of adm inistrative organ­ 
ization which stretched from Ecgberht to Edwiml 
I., the age of full national development which 
extends from Edward’s day to our own, only 
b .. me fully intelligible to us when we 
- 
fully grasped this age 
of 
national formation. 
I cannot 
bu t 
feel, therefore, 
th at 
it 
is 
no 
slight misf rtune th a t auch a period should re­ 
main comparatively unknow n; and that its strug­ 
gle, which were in reality the birth throes of our 
national life, should be 6iiil to most Englishmen, as 
they were to Milton, mere battles of kites and 
crows. 
W hether I have succeeded in setting these 
struggles in a truer and more interesting light, ray 
readers m ust decide. 
The remoteness of the e ents, 
th e comparative paucity of historical m aterial, no 
doubt make such an undertaking, at thé hese, a 
hazar luusone ; and one of the wisest of my friends 
who is at the same tim e the greatest living author­ 
ity on our earliest history—warned me at the ou t­ 
set against the attem pt to construct a living por­ 
traitu re of times whit h eo many previous histo­ 
rians, themselves men of learning and ability, have 
left d ad. 
Perhaps it is my own vivid interest in 
the subject which has encouraged me, in spite of 
such a warning, to attem pt to convey its interest to 
others. 
In d->ing so, however, I have largely availed 
mvstdf of some resources which have l een hitherto, 
I think, unduly neglected. Archeological researches 
on sites • £ villas and towns, or along the line of 
road or dyke, often furnish us with evidence, even 
m ore trustw orthy than th at of w ritten chronicle; 
whi e the ground itself where we can read the in­ 
formation it aff >rd?, is, w hether in the history of the 
conquest or the settlem ent of Britain, th e fullest 
and most cer ain of documents. Physical geography 
h is still a part to play in the w ritten records of hu­ 
m an histor,-, to which it gives much of shape and 
form ; in the present work I have striven, however 
imperfectly, to avail myself of its aid. 
I may add, 
in exp! ana ti »n uf the reappearance of a few' pas 
sage.«, relating principally to ecclesiastical m atters, 
w'hich my reidera may have seen before, th a t where 
I had little or nothing to add or to change, I have 
preferred to insert a p is1 age from previous work, 
w ith the requisite correction and references, to the 
affectation of rew riting such a passage for the mere 
sake of giving it an air of nuve.ty.

It presents proverbs and mottoes in 
Latin, French, German, Spanish and Italian ;

The 
compilers have had the wisdom to set up no 
one standard of English orthography or 
composition, but each author's peculiarities 
have been respected as the safest way to 
avoid almost insuperable difficulties. 
We 
have given this book a close examination, 
and the result has been pleasing. It has it* 
faults, but they are far less in number and 
importance than are i xpected, and it is fair 
to as-uino that in each snccessi ve edition a 
closer approach to perfection will be made.

Oar articles on the silo and ensilage, pub­ 
lished sometime since, have attracted a great 
deal of attention and comment from farmers, 
and especially from those interested in the 
dairy interests. 
The probability that much 
of the barley and alfalfa that has been sown 
on the lands bordering the large rivers of the 
State will be overflowed and killed out by 
the rising waters, renders it likely that if any 
food for stock is produced on these lands this 
year, resort will ^have to ba to corn planted 
for fodder, and this adds increased interest 
to 
the 
subject 
of 
the 
silo 
as 
a 
means 
of 
preserving 
such 
fodder. 
We therefore call attention to its many ad­ 
vantages, particularly to these flooded dis­ 
tricts. again. As the waters are htld up 
nearer the surface year after year to a later 
period in the season, in consequence of tilling 
up the rivers by sliekens, it is evident the 
lime is approaching when barley and alfalfa 
wi'l have to be abandoned as crops on these 
lands at no distant day, unless relief is found 
from the effects of this filling. 
As corn may 
be planted after the usual time when the 
waters 
recede 
from 
these 
lands, 
and 
still 
have 
tima 
to 
mature 
sufficiently 
for fodder, the question of the be*t means of 
preserving such fodder for winter and spring 
use, or for use during the season, becomes a 
very important one. 
Fanners who have had 
any experience iu aUempti g to dry or cure 
cornstalks so as to permit of their being 
stored away in bulk under cover for future 
use, need not be told of the great amount of 
labor and space required, aud of the almost 
impossibility of success in the undertaking. 
Our winter weather here is so damp that 
the imperfectly cured stalks of thriftily 
grown corn are aim: st sure to mold and ruin 
before the winter is half passed. 
And even 
if they could be kept well, the loss in feeding 
these coarse stalks is so great that their 
culture for fodder to be fed in this way be­ 
comes unprofitable. 
The product per acre 
of corn fodder on good corn land, such as the 
river bottoms, is so very great that if this 
fodder can be prisirved n an inexpensive 
way so that stock will c-.nutne it all, corn 
f older will become as profitable a crop to 
the 
dairyman as alfalfa, 
and 
can 
be 
made 
a certain 
crop 
to 
plant 
after 
the 
land 
Í3 
uncovered 
of 
the floods 
even as late as May, June and July. 
Corn 
will produce on good land from 25 to 50 tons 
per acre. 
It is claimed by thi se who have 
produced it for this purpose in the Atlantic 
States, that it can there be produced for 50 
cents a ton in the green state. 
It is also 
claimed that it can be preserved^ in the silo 
for 60 cents a ton, making only $110 a ton 
ready to feed. 
A cow will eat from 50 to 60 
pounds of ensilaged corn fodder a day—iu 
other words, a ton of this food wiil k-ep a 
caw from 40 to 60 
days, at 
a cost of 
a 
ton 
of 
the 
fodder 
or 
for 
81 10. 
How, if these claims be exaggerated half, still 
it will be seen that ensilaged corn fodder is a 
very cheap food for cattle. 
It is claimed that 
corn fodder preserved in this way will keep 
cattle, horses, hogs and sheep in Detter con­ 
dition than good hay, and that cows giving 
milk will yield as much milk as when running 
•n goed pasture ; that a dairy of cows may 
be carried through the winter season on this 
food in good summer condition of fl-sh, and 
that the fl jw of milk will be as great in winter 
as in summer, and of rs good quality. 
Having stated soma of the advantages claimed 
for this mode of preserving greeu feed—for 
all kinds of green fodder can bo preser ved in 
the siio equally well with cornstalks—it now 
becomes necessary to explain to our readers, 
who have not read our former articles ou the 
subject, what a silo is, how it may be made, 
and how the fodder is preserved in it. 
Silo is 
of French origin, and means, literally, a hole 
or a vat underground. 
If an excavation be 
made in the ground, and any kind of green 
fodder, as clover, rye, oats or corn, be placed 
in it and pressed tightly down and covered 
with earth or other material, air tight, and 
kept dry, the material thus pressed and buried 
will be preserved in very nearly the same 
condition ss when buried, and the foddir so 
buried would be ensilaged, according to the 
use of the .term in this connection. 
It is 
simply a mode of preserving coarse food 
for stock in a green state on the same 
principle 
as 
we 
preserve 
fruit 
and 
other 
articles 
of 
food 
by 
canning 
or other means of excluding the air from 
them. 
It follows, therefore, that a silo may 
be made in the ground, or above the ground, 
may be made of soil or brick aDd mortar, of 
stone and mortar, or may be made of con­ 
crete, or even of lumber, only that it be made 
sir-tight and water-tight. 
They may be 
made of any size to correspond with the 
amount of food it is desired they should hold. 
The silo may be of any form for con­ 
venience 
of 
the 
location. 
I t 
should 
he 
near 
where 
the stock 
to 
be fed 
from its contents are kept. 
A rectangular is 
a good form, say 16 feet wide, 16 feet deep, 
and as lorg as you please, say 16 to 20 feet. 
Of whatever material or form built, it must 
be air-tight and of strength to withstand 
heavy pressure from within. The top is left 
open so that the material to be preserved may 
be placed in it handily, and the cover must 
just fit inside its walls, so that when the 
pressure is applied the 
cover 
will fit 
inside 
the 
walls 
all 
around 
and 
follow 
the 
compressed 
material 
as 
it 
settles under the pressure. To prepare corn 
stalks for the ensilage, they should be cut 
at aDy time after the tissel ia out, and before 
the grain has become hard, and immediately 
run thr mgh a cutting machine to cut them 
up into pieces of from half to three-fourths of 
*a inch long, and packed tightly as they are 
thrown into the silo. 
When full, the cover­ 
ing should be put on iu sections; closely 
fitting 
plank will do. 
Then the press­ 
ure is applied by laying heavy weights 
on 
the 
plank 
so 
that 
the 
pressure 
will 
be 
equal 
over 
the 
euif.ee, 
or by placing a heavy timber crosswise the 
plank, and applying the pressure by means 
of a screw, as in case of the cider and other 
presses. 
Corn ensilage, well pressed, weighs 
about 50 pounds to the cubic foot, and when 
taken out is of a brownish green color, and 
smells like fresh corn stalks. All the hard 
parts of the large Btalks have become soft­ 
ened, and are eaten as greedily and relished 
as well as the more tender parts of the fodder. 
A silo should be made to correspond to the 
number of stock to be kept. 
A cow will eat 
60 pounds a day, and in 365 days wiil con­ 
sume 21,900 pounds. 
Therefore, multiply the 
leugth, depth and bight of your proposed silo 
together fir the number of cubic feet, aid 
divide this by 21,900, the number of cubic 
feet a cow will consume in a year, and it will 
give you the number of caws you can feed a 
year from the contents of your silo. 


Ripening of Wheat. 
The change in the mode of making fl ur of 
wheat is bringing about a change in the de­ 
mand of millers as to the degree of ripezess 
of wheat for flouring. When flour was made 
by grinding between stones and run direct 
thr mgh the bolting cloths, separating the 
whole into flour, middlings and bran, soft 
wheats were preferred to flinty and early- 
ripened to dead-ripe wheat. 
Since the intro­ 
duction of cast-iron rollers, instead of stones, 
and sine* the single process is supplanted by 
a number of distinct processes of manu­ 
facture, and the best quality of fl mr ia made 
from the middling", millers are preferring the 
flinty wheats and the dead-ripe to the wheat 
cut at an earlier stage of ripeness. If the 
millers would rest their reasons for preferring 
the over-ripe wheat and the flinty varieties 
upon the one fact that they are more easy to 
manufacture by the new processes, we would 
have no cause of complaint, because they 
would then not be understating the truth as 
to the stage of ripeness at which wheat will 
afford the greatest amount of nutrition or 
albuminoids, and at which it will give the 
most profit to the farmer. 
We have on sev­ 
eral occasions called the attention of farmers 
in this Stats to the loss they sustained from 
shrinksge in weight aud nutritious qualities by 
allowing their wheat to stflnl in our dry 
summer climate till over ripe. The claim of 
the millers by the patent or rolling process, 
that fully ripe wheat contains most nutri­ 
ment, is not sustained by careful analysis, by 
general experience or by the facts in the case. 
Our attention is called to this subject at this 
time by an article prepared by Professor R. 
C. Kedzio, and published iu the journal of 


the American Agricnltural Association, and 
based upon a careful aeries of experiments 
conducted by himself iu 1831. H selected 
two 
fields 
of 
wheat, 
one 
of 
the 
Clawson 
and 
the 
other of the Schu­ 
macher 
variety, and 
from 
each 
field 
he 
cut a 
(mall 
buodla of 
grain 
for 
twenty-one dajs in succession, commenc­ 
ing with the torination of the berry snd 
running up to tie time of coupl te ripeness. 
These bundles he set away in a dry room, aud 
allowed all to stand and mature u der 
exactly the e: ms circumstances and surround 
mgs. 
When tbe berry was perfectly dry in 
all the gp clmens, each bundle was thrashed 
carefully and the grain obtained kept sep­ 
arately. Then ten grams of wheat fr- m 
each specimen bundle wos carefully weighed 
out, being careful to exclude ail broken ker­ 
nels ar.d all foreign matter. The kern-. Is re­ 
quired to weigh ten grams were very crre- 
fully determined by counting, and the yield in 
bushels of each cutting ws* ascertained. Tne 
yield in bushels commenced low on tha first 
day’s cutting, and c intinncd to increase grad 
ually up to the fifteenth d y, or fifteenth cut­ 
ting, when the berry was nearly dry and w a 
beginning to become hord and crushed dry 
between the thumb nails ; from that time to 
the twenty-ti.st day and twenty-first cutting, 
when the grain was manif estly dead ripe, the 
yield decreased, being a half a bushel hs-s to 
the acre on the twenty-first day or cutting 
than it was on the fifteenth day or cutting. 
Then ton grams of each samplo were care­ 
fully powr’e.ed in an iron mortar aud the re- 
enltatit 11 ur or meal subjected to a cartful an­ 
alysis to ascertain ita compararive constituents 
and food value. The analy.-is proved beyond 
a d ubt that the largest per cent, of gluten is 
found in the earlier degrees of riper.ess and 
gradually falls off till the grain is dead-ripe. 
Professor Koczie remarks upon this braLch 
of the eul j et, “ that the claim that gluten is 
principally formed near the close of the pr - 
cess of ripening, and that the d^ad-iipe wheat 
c utains more glu en than wheat harvested at 
some earlier period of growth, receives no 
support from the results of these analyses.” 
Again, if the deai'-ripe wheat is better for 
the miliar than wheat cut at an earlier p0" 
riod, it is in consequence of the physical 
properties of the flinty berry, and nqt 
from any change in the chemical composi­ 
tion 
or 
increase 
of 
nutritive 
value. 
Professor Kedzie further remarks “ that no 
effort was made to determine the food nature 
of the straw at the different periods of cut­ 
ting. 
The graiD to far outranks the straw 
in money value that the farmer is willing to 
sacrifice the stravr if thereby he may secure a 
corresponding inrreaee of value iu his grain ; 
but the f irruir is well aware of the rapid de- 
teriorati n of the straw by allowing it to 
stand till the gr.in is dead-ripe; and if the 
dead-ripening is attended by no real increase 
in the value < f the grain, but an actual los3 
in the amount of crair, and the straw deteri­ 
orates greatly in the meanwhile, be may con­ 
clude that it is best to cut his grain as soon as 
ripe, and thus save himself from needless 
loss.” 
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Settled as to Moisture 
Since the first of January the people of 
nearly all portions of the State have been in 
a state of suspense er doubt as to whether the 
season would furnish moisture sufficient to 
insure good crop*. That suspense or doubt 
has now been cleared away, and it ha3 been 
settled that there ia no longer any reason to 
fear on this account. The rains of the last 
week have bean very general and copious in 
nearly every section, and, in the place of 
fear and doubt, there comes up from every 
quarter confidence and certainty. 
Large 
areas have been sewn and the prospect 
now is that the . great yield of wheat 
and all other farm produce will be abundant. 
Cheerful buoyancy has taken the place of 
despondency among the farmers everywhere 
—except along the river bottoms of those 
rivers liable to oveifl iw. 
Along the Sacra­ 
mento, the Feather, the Yuba and the Ameri­ 
can bottoms the farmers, encouraged by the 
delcjed heavy rains iu the valleys and snow* 
in tbe mountains, have bceu very active and 
busy in putting in crops, and up to the 
present time they have teen cheerful and 
j yful over the prospect of a good harvest to 
them at least. 
Tne storms that have ren­ 
dered all the State, outside these sections, 
jubilant, have bad the reverse effect here, 
t he heavy rains north, at the headwaters of 
the Sacramento, and the deep snows on 
the Sierras, at the headwaters of 
the 
Feather, Yuba, Bear and American, are a 
menace—that 
the 
river farmers having 
sown will not reap. 
Already the mnddv 
waters are submerging their growirg grain in 
the lowest places, and the prospect is that 
these waters will increase in bight till the 
last grain field along these rivers will be 
greatly ii-jurefl, if i.ot completely destroyed. 
The alfalfa fields that were sown last spring 
after the subsidence of the flood are also 
threatened with destruction, and with them 
will go the meane of support of stock and all 
other means upon which to ground a hope for 
a season’s prosperity. 
But with this excep 
tion the farmers of the State are jubilant over 
the brightened prospect. The question as to 
moisture is fairly settled. 


The Rainy Seasons Changing. 
The early experience tf the present popu­ 
lation of the Pacific coast waB that the rainy 
seasons culminated or reached their greatest 
severity in December and January. 
Such 
was the experience almost uniformly up to 
the season of 1878, when the great storm of 
that season culminated on the 20.h of Febru­ 
ary. 
In 18S0 we had our big rains in the 
latter part of March and highest waters iu 
April. 
In 1881 again the heavy rains came 
in February, and the flood wateie reached 
their higbes; p int about the 10th of that 
m mth —remaining up till well into March. 
The present storm commenced about the 10th 
if March and reached its hight on the 15th, 
but the tffccts or the highest waters in the 
rivers may not come till some time in April, 
or even in May. The experience of thirty 
years we thick wairant tbe conclusion that 
the rainy seasons are growing later gradually. 


SCIhNTIFIC. 


The use of the telephone is making rapid 
progress in Germany. Berlin alone has now 
nearly 1,000 miles of telephone wires. 
According to a calculation made by M. 
Auguste Felsch, a theater or concert hall 
lasts on an average 22 years, aud is then 
destroyed by fire. 
Larga iron ore deposits of great richness 
and value have lately been surveyed in 
Lapland by practical miniDg engineers. 
The district is near the village of lukkas- 
jarvi, in Swedish Lapland. 
A scientific expedition, consisting of 
members of the Russian Geographical So 
ciety, the Imperial Academy of Science 
and other bodies, is nearly ready to make 
historical and ethnographical researches in 
Bulgaria and Roumelia. 
From the deep grooves on the rocks of 
the Kola peninsula and of the west coast 
of the W hite sea, M. Koudravteeff infers 
th at in the glacial period the movement 
was toward the east of the vast ice-covering 
of Finland and Scandanavia. 
Dr. Prentiss states th at pilocarpine, the 
alkaloid of jaborandi (Piloc(trpü.i pennati 
foliu*), which is used in medicine as a su­ 
dorific, has been found when administered 
by hypodermic injection to alter the color 
of the hair frem a light blonde toan almost 
pure black. 
A new viper has been discovered liy Dr. 
Carl Holmes in a valley of the M akattan 
mountains, in Central Egypt. 
He has 
ca'led it Ammodytes-tcgyptica llo'mseii. 
The horn points are not above the eyes, 
but a little behind them. 
I t does not hiss, 
but makes a sort spluttering sonnd. 
A modification of the original spiral sec­ 
ondary battery invented by M. Faute has 
beeD made by M. K. Reynier. 
A linen 
surge is used instead of flannel between 
the plates after they receive their coat of 
minium, and the plates are placed in a 
glass vessel, instead of a wooden trough, 
in order to enable the man “ charging” the 
battery to see how the work progresses. 
The Nature reports that Mr. Barham, an 
experienced surveyor, is to start for W est­ 
ern Africa for the purpose of making a sur­ 
vey for a light railroad from the Gold coast 
through the little known gold mining re­ 
gion of Wassaw. 
If the railroad is built it 
will open up a country rich not only in the 
precious metals, but in palm oil, India rub­ 
ber, and other valuable articles of com-

MAKING UP. 


THE ART OF 
MARIKS UP 
FOR TEE 
STAGE. 


How It is Done by Actors—The Work 
Behind the Scenes— J.fleets or 
Gam and Paint. 


I New York Times.) 
If never permissible in ordinary life, for 
old Ben Franklin’s savage remark about 
painted women has left its sting, on the 
boards it becomes a necessity. 
Though 
the footlights of the future will beam with 
electricity, and the yellow glare of gas be a 
thing of the past, actors and actresses will 
still paint their faces. 
It is not alone 
because the distanoe between the stage aud 
the audience is very great, and so tile con­ 
tour of a f*ce is lost and a false light is 
imparted, bnt tbere are other reasons of an 
id-.-al character. 
Notwithstanding 
that 
keenness of perception which we have, 
th at imaginative faculty which is fostered 
during a theatrical performance, we want 
more help. 
It is beyond the power of the 
greatest mimic to be always holding iu 
cheek his facial muscle9. 
Permanency of 
an emotional character must be printed on 
the actor’s face, whether it be in tragedy 
or comedy. 
The ancients understood this 
perfectly’, aud adopted the mask. 
It was 
conventional of course, and would scarcely 
be understood to day, but, theD, how su­ 
preme must have been the talent of the 
actor who, by his declamatory power, 
while his face was as rigid as marble, htill 
moved an audience to tears or laughter. 
Joseph H atton, in a very pleasant article 
in Harper * Magazine, describes Henry 
Irving in his “ make-up.” 
“ Seo him sit­ 
ting there at the dressing-table, where he 
is a model to himself, where he converts 
himself into the character he is sustaining. 
His own face is his canvas, his own person, 
for the time being, the lay tigure whioh he 
adorns. 
» 
» 
* 
rjght of his 
mirror may be called his palette—it is an 
assortment of colora, jja iu t pots, powders 
aud brushes ; bnt in band, instead of the 
maul stick, is the familiar hare’s-foot—the 
actor's best friend from the earliest days of 
rouge and burned cork.” 


PRODUCING EFFECTS. 
B-.tween, then, the ingenue, who is to 
come simpering ou the stage, with her 
cheeks all abloom, aud the actor who is to 
present himself as a character just step­ 
ping out of the frame of a Vandyke, there 
is all the difference between the common­ 
place and the highest art. A clown, though 
he were a Grimaldi w ith his spots of m ot­ 
ley color on his jowl, might use a stencil. 
A Booth as a Richelieu exercises on his face 
all the consummate skill cf a great trage­ 
dian. 
He has studied the portrait* of the 
time and laid down every line. 
Fechter 
was wonderfully perfect in the art of tbe 
“ make-up,” and preserved those traditions 
of the French stage which the incompara­ 
ble Frederick Lemaitre had handed down 
to him. 
B. fore the w riter is a little book bound 
in blue which is entitled “ A Make-up 
Book.” 
It is presented to th at world—a 
pretty large one—composed of “ readers, 
concert-singers and others, as well as act­ 
ors,” and is intended to teach them how to 
“ m a k e u p ” so th at they shall avoid that 
“ pallid, frightened, older appearance, and 
obviate its disagreeable effects upon the 
spectators.” 
Among the enumeration of 
those to whom this little book is available 
the comprehensive “ others” means a great 
deal. 
Do lecturers ever use rouge ? 
Of 
course they do. 
There is one very accom­ 
plished lecturer who discusses yearly a 
grave series of trpics before Young Men’s 
Christian Associations who never wears a 
dress coat save on such solemn occasions, 
and w ith his dress coat, as part of the cos­ 
tume, invariably rouges his checks. 


THE KIND OF PAINTS TO USE. 
“ Use grease paints,” says this little 
book, -“ for these do not fail the performer 
in so hazardous a manner (as water-color*, 
it ia presumed), for perepiration oozt-s 
through them, and can be easily shaken 
from the brows and face by several sharp, 
quick jerks of tbe head.” 
It is then quite 
supposable that a Richard III., after a pe­ 
culiarly energetic scene, goes to the wings, 
and, like a Newfoundland dog after a 
swim, bespatters his surroundings by these 
“ several sharp, quick jerks of the head.” 
But greasy paint must be at times quite 
objectionable. 
Think of 
an oleaginous 
Romeo leaving an im ptiut of his cocoa-but­ 
tered head on the sweet face of his Juliet. 
That theBe criticisms appear to have a solid 
foundation appears from the fact that 
“ ladies, even gentlemen, fidget over the 
idea of being greased up.” 
They shrink at 
first from being “ daubed,” as they some­ 
times tersely express it, “ like Indians with 
w arpaint, 
* 
* 
* 
but they subsequent­ 
ly learn their m istake.” 
Grease paint is 
even beneficial, so the anthor tells us. “ It 
softens the skin, makes the face more flex­ 
ible to expression, and even makes it feel 
more agreeable thirn w ithout it. 
Some 
little disadvantages are not to be made too 
much of. 
If you grease your face you 
ought to keep on the maik, even after the 
performance.” It is beat not to wash at the 
theater. 
The warm, heated skin exposed 
shortly after to the outer cold air is likely 
to suffer in consequence. 
* 
* 
* 
It is 
even better not to wash the face after 
reaching home. 
* 
* 
* 
It is best to let 
it remain on the face over night.” 
Evi­ 
dently the w riter of this book, wholly 
taken up with the greatness of the subject 
and requirements of art, is quite forgetful 
of the landlady, on whose pillows a head 
exuding grease will leave its histrionic 
traces. 


GREASE FAINT. 
Grease paints run through the whole 
gamut of colors, adapted not only to age 
but to an anthropological considerations. 
There are not less than tc-n colors adapted 
to youth, the same for manhood ; old age 
used thirteen, and then there are special 
pigments for gypsies. Moors, Chinamen, 
Indiana and East Indians. 
N atural good 
looks, we are informed, go for very little 
on the hoards, for they “ will not look as 
well on the stage as another with ordinary 
features well made up and in character.” 
The treatm ent of the hands and arms is 
particularly noticed. 
“ Never appear in 
modern society plsyp, or of the powder 
period, without whitening or tinting the 
hands and the exposed portions of the 
arms, or they will look coarse and red. 
The sponging should be very thinly, aud 
rubbed evenly to leok transparent, not 
opaque." 
For the eyes, ladies are request­ 
ed “ not to make little dots with dark 
paint on the lids themselves, between the 
lashes, as some do on thu stage, but actually 
paint the lashes, npper as well as lower ; 
if lashes are too light, make the curved 
line under them to improve size or bulk.” 
The intricacy of the art really exists when 
a character commences, say, in the fir.-.t 
act as a yonng man, and in the last he 
becomes an old personage. 
A groat thing, 
it seems, is to give to age “ a bag-like 
appearance to the lower lids of the eyes,” 
which is done with a slate-colored pigment. 
The brows have to he knitted with paint, 
and blended patches of the same slate 
color show the hollow cheeks. 


OVERDOING IT. 
Our 
book 
tells us that 
“ amateurs 
and 
beginners 
generally 
paint 
too 
much, and 
thus destroy physiognomic 
characteristics ”•—which we believe to be 
perfectly true. 
In fact, many clever wo­ 
men on the stage who play leading charac­ 
ters to-day present faces as fully charged 
with color as a brick wall. 
Our book 
believes th at it can accomplish miracles, 
and it presents the various ways by means 
of which a thin face can be made to look 
plump and a fat face attenuated. 
On mustache, the ideas are very sound. 
“ A email mnstache ou a large lip is comic. 
Do not cover all the lip, but huvs a little 
flesh seen directly under nose point of l p. 
W ith broad mouth or thick, make a less 
uncovering of the corners of the m outh.” 
To build up a comic character, nose, 
month, ohin, firehead, and even taeth are 
to be disguised. 
The nose seems to be the 
great factor. 
Indeed, the nose bears half 
the brunt of the battle. 
A man in a comic 


part, is likely to suffer extreme agony with 
his nose, providing he wishes to be very 
droll, and so sacrifice himself to art. 
You 
are requested in this book to pin rip your 
nose. 
This Í3 fully explained. 
You take 
a hair pin, bend it, and hook up your nose. 
The ends of the pms you tie across the 
bridee of the nose, and then you apply sev. 
eral c >atings of paint to it. 
Besides the 
ludicrous appearance of snch a nose, the 
snuffling it would make in speaking would 
have the happiest of effects. 
“ The teeth 
can be made quite comical by pain’ing 
some of them out as missing. 
A liquid 
preparation comes expressly for the pur­ 
pose and is harmless in character.” 


D RUNKEN MAKE UP. 
Since the production of “ L’Asaammriir ” 
drunken men have not been very popular 
on the stage. 
Still, they are among us 
most prominent chrracti rs 
There are cer­ 
tain nice shadings bet >. een the tipsy man 
and the drunkard which the bivk clearly 
defines. 
It is satisfactory to know that 
the groundwork on which you I egin is th e 
same as for “ the humorist.” 
“ Forehead, j 
nose and chin are to be a little reddish, i 
Tee wrinkle to appear as if grinning. Cor- ¡ 
ners of the mouth are to be drawn slightly | 
upward by two smrll lines. 
The ha:r a 
little deranged on the forehead.” 
This is ¡ 
for the tipsy man. 
For the drunkard—the j 
habitual oue, the si ming example iu the 
temperance drama—the groundwork is pale ¡ 
or a brownish red. 
The eyes are t j be 
pinched—be made small — ncaily shut. 
The mouth drawn downward 
by two 
brow n line*. 
The hair unkempt ai d hang­ 
ing low down on the forehead. 
As to the 
ejebrow*, they alone in.part varying char- | 
acter to the face. 
You can either build up ' 
a factitious eyebrow with crepod hair or 
wool, gumming it on, or you eau paint it." ■ 
Think of it, “ a painted eyebrow gives th»' 
face a happier, more jolly appearance.” , 
Make it bushy and, presto, away goes ' 
jollity. 
Let your eyebrow hang down and 
you are a sinister individual, aud you will 
murder and say “ s’death.” 
Plaster it 
down with soap, and begin the eyebrow at 
the nose, and you will be stupid. 
Make 
the lines of it black, narrow, arched, aud 
you will be treacherous, and with some 
alight variations from this you will be a 
villainous, low, brooding character.” W on­ 
derful indeed are the effects of gum and 
paint. 
Perhaps if the author of “ Tne 
Make up Book ” would take a more special 
line and labor adapted to genteel society 
for those “ others,” his usefulness would 
be even more tally appreciated. A “ make­ 
up book ” in the same style as those deco­ 
rative art works now so much in vogne—a 
small, handy volume, neat’y illustrated— 
would certainly find many purchasers. Ou 
the tiile-pige Pope’s lines on Mrs. Oidfieid 
might find a fitting place : 
" One uoul 1 not, sure, be ugly when one’s dead ; 
Come, B etty, give thia ch« ck a little red. ’ 
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Spinach may be flavored agreeably by 
putting in some gravy from roast beef or 
lamb. 
Snowballs are made by dipping fried 
cakes iu the w hite of an egg and then in 
powdered sugar. 
Slices of bread fried in a batter made of 
one egg, a little milk and flour, are nice 
for breakfast, with ham aud eggs, or with 
bacon and potato salad. 
Celery vinegar is made by soaking one 
ounce ot celery seed in half a pint of vine­ 
gar (white wine, or good cider vinegar). 
There is much used to flavor soups aud 
gravies. 
W hen eggs are not plqnty and you do 
not make regular salad dressing for lettuce, 
out a hard-Uuiled egg in several parts 
lengthwise, aud lay one piece on each small 
plate of lettuce. 
One may utilize old matting, which is no 
longtr fresh enough to look well, by put­ 
ting it under caipets. 
It can be cleaned 
perfectly by wasmug it ou both sides with 
hot *alt and water ; nang it on a line out­ 
doors to dry’. 
There is nothing better to clean window- 
glass with than a chamois skin. 
W ash the 
skin carefully first ; after washing the glass 
rinse the skin, wring li. dry and wipe the 
glass with it. 
No other polishing will be 
required. 
Never fold a gossamer waterproof inside 
out. 
It is tbe luside w hioh should be kept 
free from soil of any kind. 
If yon think 
this is superfluous advice, please observe 
tbe manner iu which most of your acquaint­ 
ances fold them. 
Pretty lambrequins are made of gray 
linen for dining-room mantels, and are 
decerated with devices suited to the room ; 
for instance, a cup aud saucer, knife and 
fork, pretty shaped bottles and pitchers 
put on iu ouiliue embroidery are much 
used. 
Horse-radish sauce ia preferred by some 
people to the plain grated radish. 
Take 
two table spoontuls eacn of made mustard 
and white sugar, half a teaspoouful of salt, 
one gill of vinegar. 
Beat these together, 
and pour over as much grated radish as it 
will moisten sufficiently. 
Oysters are appetizing cooked in this 
way : 
Drain them as dry as possible, then 
put them in a hot saucepan or spider, on 
the stove. 
As they begin to curl at the 
edges add butter, pepper and salt. 
Serve ' 
on thin slices of buttered toast, or as a gar­ 
nish ou the platter w ith roast chicken or 
turkey. 
Virginia pone ¡3 made of twelve taV.e- 
spoonfuls of cornmeal, a piece of butter 
the size of half an egg, half a teaspoonful 
of salt ; pour over this a little hot water, 
beat well, then add two eggs, first putting 
in some cold w ater so that there will be no ) 
danger of scalding the eggs. 
Beat the 
whole for five minutes. 
Bike in gem pans 
for thirty minutes in a moderately quick 
oven. 
A lovely tidy, which will brighten up a 
dark chair, is made of two stripe of shaded 
scarlet satin ribbon. 
Paint a little green 
vine and two or three daisies on the ribbon ; 
between the two Btrips put an insertion 
made of hand-knit lineu lace ; on the edge 
put lace made in the same way, pulling it 
at the corners so th a t it will lie out flat. 
Of course torchon may be used for this, 
but the knit lace is a little later stylo. 
Tomato sauce to pour over beef tongue, 
or in fact over any meat you choose, can 
be prepared very easily. 
Take one quart 
can of tomatoes, boil it half away and 
strain it. 
W hile it is boiling, rub together 
till smooth one tablespoonful of but’.er, one 
table->poonful of flour, half or almost a 
whole tablespoonful of salt (tomatoes will 
bear a great deal of sah). 
Before taking 
the tomatoes from the fire add this and let 
it come to a boil.

After having given a britf outline of the 
substances which constitute a plant in the 
chemical sense, it will be advisable for us 
to notics the structure of plants. The sub­ 
stances which we have already described 
constitute the materials of growth from 
which the plant is b u ilt; we have now to 
deal with the structural organs of the 
plant. 
Vegetable and animal bodies arc 
made up of numerous parts or organs, all 
of which are necessary to the full develop­ 
ment of the individual. 
This organ zed or 
organic structure, being an assemblage ef 
organs, 
is callsd an organism. 
Oi>j cts 
having no vital organic structure, and 
which are not products of organic life, as 
water, mineral matter, etc., are termed in- 
orgauic. 
The different modifications and 
forms of inorganic matter are brought about 
by chemical action and affinity. 
Au or­ 
ganic body deprived of lir'e suffers decom­ 
position and decay (oxidization) at the 
hands of the atmospheric oxygen, and is 
thus converted into inorganic matter. 
The 
same transformation takes place during 
combustion, which is only rapid oxidiza­ 
tion. 


THE ORGANIC STRUCTURE OF PLANTS 
I Consists of root, stem, leaf, flower and 
seed. 
The plant as an organized struct­ 
ure, having the vital “ principle,” has the 
power of assimilating aud absorbing exter­ 
nal matter, thus buildicg up and increasing 
its own mass, and of reproducing its own 
kind, thus perpetuating th esp icies. 
Ti e 
structure of plants is made up of tw o kinds 
of organs, primary and complex. 
The pri­ 
mary organs consist simply of vegetable 
cells which cannot be divided or wounded 
without destroying them, and by whose 
growth and m ultiplication all 
vegetable 
matter is made up. 
The complex organs 
of a plant are divided into two classes, dis­ 
tinguished by their different functions, as 
vegetative and reproductive organs. 
The 
vegetative organs are the roots, stem aud 
leaves, whose office it is to assimilate food, 
and to build up and nourish the plant. 
The flower and truit, which constitute the 
reproductive organs, are not absolutely 
essential to the life of the plant, but 
are 
necessary to, 
and 
the organs 
by 
which 
are 
carried 
on 
the 
perpetua­ 
tion of 
the species. 
By 
microscopic 
examination it has been proven that all 
organized matter originates iu the form of 
minute vesicles or cells. 
By m ultiplying 
the form of and aggregating together these 
cells all vegetable structure is formed. 
The simplest cell consists of a globular 
sack or cell, more or less filled with liquid 
or solid matter, sometimes both beiug 
present. 


IN ORGANIC STRUCTURES, 
W hich are simply aggregations of cells, 
the forms of the individual cells are ex­ 
tremely various aud modified by all of the 
different conditions and forms of growth. 
In the lower orders of 
organic life— 
molds, 
fungi, 
etc — we find individuals 
which consist throughout all the stages of 
growth 
wholly of c e lls; and cases are 
often fciuud where one single cell makes up 
the entire structure of the individual. 
The vital vegetable cell consists of four 
essential parts—the membrane, liquids of 
the ce 1 
nucleus and 
nucleolus. 
The 
liquid 
contents of 
the 
cell cousist of 
the “ free water of vegetation” and the 
protoplasm or “ formative layer.” 
By the 
application of chemical tests, the mem­ 
brane has been found to consist of cellu­ 
lose, and the protoplasm principally, if not 
wholly, of albuminoids. 
Cells are often 
found wiiicti consist onlv of a nucleus and 
protoplasm, while iu tne older stages of 
Cell growth they often differ essentially 
from the primitive ceil ; but these infinite 
forms are 
only 
modifications 
of 
the 
primitive one, aud for the purpose of com­ 
plying more fuily with the needs of the 
plant. 
In living aud active cells tho walls 
are always distended by the liquids of the 
cell. 
This liquid consists of a solntion of 
gums, sugars, dextrine, inuline, organic acids 
and other mat:er of minor importance, 
Iu 
oily plants some of the cells are filled 
with 
droplets of 
the 
essential 
oils, 
and in others the interstices and channels 
between the cells are filled with colored 
and sometime milky juices. 
The character 
of the contents of the cells is determined 
by the circumstances of development and 
the 
functions to 
be 
performed. 
In 
the pith cells of some plants and the 
cells 
of 
most bark the 
contents con­ 
sist mainly of air. 
The interior cells of the 
potato are filled with starch grains, and 
just within the epidermis of the cereal 
grains there is a layer of cells filled with 
albuminoids. 


THE GROWTH OF PLANTS 
Being nothing more thau a continuous 
development and multiplication of cells, 
it is obvious that the increase of the 
plant is dependent on the constant and 
rapid formation of new cells. 
The proto­ 
plasm of the cells is a “ yellowish, turbid, 
semi-fluid substance of mucilaginous con­ 
sistence,” which lines the interior of the 
cell membranes, is in connection with the 
nucleus, and which contains a vast num­ 
ber of infinitely small granules. 
This, 
from the facts of its being first formed 
and being the substance from which other 
parts are formed, has been called the 
“ formative layer.” 
In cell miritiplication 
there are two 
processes of 
formation. 
The first is by division of the old cell 
into two or more cells, 
and is hence 
called “ division.” 
The second is known 
as “ free cell formation,” in which nuclei 
appear in the protoplasm of the parent 
cell, which gradually enlarge and develop 
into complete individual cells. 
These in 
due course of time, by resorption or by 
the death of the old cell thrown out, 
become free cells. 
The multiplication of 
cells is in many vegetable growths almost 
fabulously rapid, 
it has been estimated 
that in the mushroom family the produc­ 
tion of cells often takes place at the rate 
of three or four hundred million per hour. 
Although the highest power of the micro­ 
scope tails to find any apertures in the 
cell membrane, yet it is readily permea­ 
ble to liquids. 
It is this property of the 
membrane which allows the absorption 
and emission of liquids of the cells to 
take place so readily. 


IN THE HIGHER ORDER 
Of plants it does not often happen that the 
cells appear in the single and most simple 
forms. 
They generally aggregate or cohere 
together to form a mass of cells, and which 
forms the vegetable tissues. 
These veg­ 
etable tissues have, by peculiarities of 
farm or function, been divided into numer­ 
ous varieties, the principal ones are cellu­ 
lar or cell tissue, wood tissue, bast tissue 
and vascular tissue. 
The cellular tissue is 
the simplest form of tissue, and consists 
merely of an aggregation of cells. 
It con­ 
stitutes the groundwork of all vegetable 
structure, and is the only form of tissue 
found in many of the simpler varieties of 
plants. 
In botanical language it is de­ 
nominated “ parenchyma.’ 
W ood tissue 
consists of elongated cells tapering to a 
point 
at 
both 
ends, 
and 
which, 
firmly 
cohering 
lengthwise 
together, 
the 
ends 
overlapping 
or 
“ breaking 
joints,” from the tongh fiber of wood. 
The bast tissue occurs in the bast or inner 
bark of plants, and hence its name. 
It 
greatly resembles in form the wood tissue, 
but is more delieate and flexible. 
A ll of 
the common textile vegetable fibres, except 
cotton liber, consist of bast tissue. 
The 
elongated cell tissues of wood and bast 
fiber have been termed “ prosencbyma,” in 
contradistinction 
to 
the 
parenchyma. 


These two modifications in many cases in­ 
sensibly run into ene another. 
The un­ 
branched tubes or ducts which interpene­ 
trate the cellular tissues of all of tlie 
higher forms of vegetable lifa have been 
termed vascular tissues. 
This vascular 
tissue is formed by a series of cells adhcr. 
ing longitudinally together, thus forming a 
tube, generally obstructed by numerous 
transverse sections, which are the remains 
of the end walls of the cells, and which, 
by absorption or other processes, often dis­ 
appear, thus leaving an unob>tructed tube 
of considerable length. 
The first among 


THE COMPLEX ORGANS 
Of plant structure is the root. 
The ten­ 
dency is with the roots of all except a 
very few plants to grow downward, as if in 
obedience to the law of gravitation. 
The 
growth of roots occur chiefly by lengthen, 
ing, and is most manifest at the extrem i­ 
ties. 
Tne extrem ity of every root is eap- 
p;d by a small cap or crown of old ce ls 
Tiiis coide-al mass serves as an e’astic 
medium to protect the tender growing point 
of the root. 
It is by me'aus of this loot 
cap tnat plants are enabled to penetrate 
the so.l. 
The ceils of the root cap are 
filled with air instead of with sap, and arc 
constantly wearing or sloughing away. 
Just back of, and protected by the root 
cap, is a narrow z u e where the develop­ 
ment and multiplication of the cells ar- i -r 
til'’ most part carried on. 
This zone con 
stitutes the principal growing part of the 
r-’ots, and is not at the very extrem ity 
of 
the 
root, 
but 
is 
ju3t 
behind 
the extrem ity. 
The term 
“ root” dot 
cot inciude 
all 
subterranean parts 
of 
the plant ; instead, inacv of toe under­ 
ground parts arc only portions of tho stem, 
and which are often enlarged and fi : d 
with starch or other matter. These under­ 
ground stems are characterized by the pres­ 
ence of imbricated buds— the eje3 of po­ 
tatoes, artichokes, bulbs, etc.—o.i their 
surface. 
The true roots have do traces of 
buds, but soriie-iu.es the main root ¡.as pro­ 
tuberantes or marks at the points from 
which the side roots grow. 
The structure 
o f . these 
protubtranees 
has, 
however, 
nothing in common with tlie structure of 
true buds. 
The exogens or decctyledonous 
pfents, i. e. tho.-.e whose growth lakes place 
by the addition of matter on the exterior 
of the wood and just under the bark, and 
the embryo of which contains two cotyle­ 
dons, have at fir.-t simply a descending 
axes, the tap root, from which iu the course 
of time branch out lateral loots with more 
or less regularity. 
Tnis tap root often 
grows to great length ; they have been 
found 
as 
much 
as 
forty 
feet 
long. 
Other tap roots enter the soil only to a very 
9hort distance, and art exceeded in length 
by the lateial roots. 
The province of the 
tap roots seems to be to supply the plant 
with the required amount of water. Plants 
have been grov, n experim entally with the 
soil roots buried in a medium devoid of all 
moisture, but which contained the other 
materials requisite for plant growth, while 
the tap root projected doau into a vessel 
of water. 
The plants grew as well and 
thriftily as those which had their entire 
roots in moist soil. 
The function of the 
tap root explains the r-.-aeon for the seem ­ 
ingly abnormal (wb-.n compared to the sizs 
of the plant) length of the tap root of most 
of the drought resisting plants, as well as 
their ability to grow in so l which is desti­ 
tute of moisture to a depth of several feet. 
Iu some plants—beet?, turnips, c.rrots, 
etc.—the upper por ion of the tap root ex­ 
pands aud forms a fleshy bulb in which is 
stored up a mass of nui.ntive matter for 
t’ns succeeding year’s growth. 


ENDOGENA OR MONOCOTYLEDONOUS PLANTS,

these which increase by inside 
growth, and the embryo of which contains 
but one cotyledon—the cereals, grasses, 
maize, palms, etc.—have no tap roots, but 
instead, a mass of roots issue from a nar­ 
row zone at the base of the stem. 
These 
are known as crown roots, and are vsry 
apparent in the onion and maizs plants. 
The term rootlets is applied to the slender 
roots which are formed last, aud which 
bear the same relation to the main root as 
twigs do to the stem of a tree. 
Ths offiors 
of the root are threefold. 
First, to fix the 
plant in tne earth, and to maintain it in 
its normal position, 
generally upright ; 
second, to minister to the growth of the 
plant, absoibing nutriment irom the soil ; 
aud, 
third, 
in many 
plants, especially 
perennials, to lay up a supply of food for 
the future use of the piaut. 
The firm­ 
ness with which a plant is fixed iu the 
soil 
depends 
on 
the 
development 
ef 
the 
roots 
and 
mainly 
of 
the 
tap 
root. 
The 
growth 
ot 
the 
roots 
is 
in turn influenced by the depth and char­ 
acter of the soil. 
Iu general the extent 
and size of the roots may be said to be 
commensurate with the duties required of 
them. 
It the s-ze of the tree is very great, 
or the distance which the root m ust de­ 
scend or ramify in order to supply the 
plant with water or nutriment, is great, 
then the root must of necessity be largely 
developed in order to fulfill these require­ 
ments.

The C jDgrcsB’.'.ual Committee report on 
the charge? against Secretary Sherman of 
using the Contingent Fund for private pur­ 
poses, and of employing persons in the 
service of the Government to do work 
about his house, when he was Secretary, 
exonerates him from all 
knowledge of 
or 
connivance in the irregularities 
al­ 
leged, but seeriis to treat the irregularities 
themselves as being proved. 
Sherman him­ 
self, in fact, admits that Pitkin did use the 
< d-ntingent Fund for his (Sherman’s) bene­ 
fit, but that he was ignorant of what was 
going on, and when at last he discovered 
it, was v e ry angry, and insisted that Pit­ 
kin s h o u ld pay the money back. 
As some 
at least of the expenee appears to have 
buen in c u rre d expressly in Mr. Sherman’s 
own interest, it is rather odd that he 
should not have thought of paying the 
money himself. 
As it is, he seems to have 
been willing that Pitkin should be out of 
pocket on ids behalf, though he would not 
allow the Custodian to use Government 
funds for such purposes. 
Altogether the 
report is a euxious document, and it is not 
quite clearly explained in it why Secretary 
Sherman is to be held irresponsible in a 
matter w h ic h at least concerned the dis­ 
cipline and upright conduct of an office in 
his department, very closely. 
It does not 
appear to have occurred to him that Pitkin 
deserved dismissal, if not prosecution, for 
what he had done, and it does net appear 
to have occurred to the committee that 
there was anything strange in this con­ 
donation of corrupt practices on the part 
of the head of a department.

llitherto we have assumed the genu­ 
ineness of the Garfield-Ilosecraus letter, 
but if it is true, as now alleged, that it is 
dated subsequent to Rosecrans' forward 
movement, and at a time when the Head­ 
quarters of his army were at Winchester, 
instead of N&shville, as stated in the let­ 
ter, these facts would constitute almost 
conclusive procf that it was a forgery. The 
circumstance, however, that it was given 
to Dana by a man who had received it as 
private secretary of Judge Chase, points, 
on the contrary, to its genuineness, unless 
it is to be charged that he himself forged 
it for purposes at present unknown. 
The 
c mtradictory character of the reports about 
t le letter has continued throughout to 
v' .dcr a clear judgment on the matter un­ 
it finable, and all that it is quite safe to 
v ’.y is, that however it came into existence 
it has failed to injure the reputation of 
<Jar field. 


The debate on the Chinese question in 
the House has not brought out any novel­ 
ties in the way of argument, but it has 
served to show how firmly seated the 
sentimental objection against the exclu­ 
sion of any race still is at the East. 
And 
it is somewhat curiouB to reflect that not­ 
withstanding the present Btrength of this 
sentiment, the republic had been in exist­ 
ence for a full generation before there arose 
any pronounced opposition to negro slavery, 
even at the North ; and that even later 
than the period referred to the generality 
of Northern and New England men held 
to the opinion that though in theory ah 
nations were to be invited to this coun­ 
try, in practice the line was to be drawn 
sharply against the “ nigger.” 
Thus his­ 
tory shows that the beautiful Hentiment of 
universal brotherhood has coexisted with 
general tolerance of slavery and exclusive­ 
ness, and it follows that even if that 
beautiful sentiment is outraged by the 
exclusion of the Chinese, it will not be for 
the first time. 
The advocates of universal 
fraternity strove to excuse the palpable 
inconsistency of tlieir practice wi.h their 
theory», by pretending that the negro was 
uot a human being, or by falling back upon 
the Bible, and claiming that God had 
cursed Canaan, and that it wou.d be im­ 
pious for man to remove the curse. If they 
choose our Northern friends can now salve 
the present measure to their tender con­ 
sciences by asserting that the Chinese are 
uot human beings, and they may refer to 
Frank Pixley as their authority, that dis­ 
tinguished anthropologist having express'd 
his opinion that a Chinaman hi3 no soul, 
aud being evidently quite proud of the 
observation, since he recently quoted it in 
a triumphant and self-satisfied way, in one 
of liis letters to the Argonaut. 
Our New England friends, however, will 
find that the exclusion of the Chinese is a 
very different matter from the condemna­ 
tion of slavery, and though they are per­ 
haps too firmly wedded to their universal 
brotherhood doctriueto rcDOUuoe itopeüly, 
they have only to vote for the bill now 
before the House to provide the means of 
convincing themselves that their hypoth­ 
esis is not a working one. 
Indeed, when 
the venerable doctrine they esteem so 
highly is reduced to vulgar practice, and 
is assailed by such arguments as the Dem­ 
ocrats used to employ iu connection with 
slavery, they are certain tobe embarrassed. 
The question used to be p u t: 
“ Would 
“ you like your daughter to marry a ne- 
“ gro ?”—aud it always made the people to 
whom it was addressed very angry. 
In 
the way it was used, indeed, it was not a 
fair argument, but when it is claimed that 
the Ciiinese ought to be admitted on equal 
terms with all the other nationalities, and 
that they should have the ballot, it bc- 
c -mes pertinent to put the question to the 
champions of the brotherhood doctrine : 
“ Would you like your daughter to marry 
“ a Chinaman ?” 
For if the Chinese are 
to be admitted to citizenship, aud to be­ 
come candidates for office, and to run con­ 
ventions and tilings, no objection can be 
urged against their complete assimilation 
by means of intermarriage. 
It is indeed possible that some of our 
Eastern friends, such ae ILce and Hoar, 
might be prepared to answer the question 
we have suggested in the affirmative ; be­ 
cause the Chinese are not with them, ar.d 
they know that they could make that an­ 
swer safely. 
But though our friends per­ 
sist in regarding the anti-Chinese feeling as 
narrow and uu American, it eeema to the 
people of the Pacific coast much more un- 
American to advocate a system of immi­ 
gration which threatens to Mongolianize 
the nation, and which has already partly 
Mongolianized this State and coast. 
It 
would, our people think, be hardly worth 
while to belong to a Government which 
upheld so suicidal a principle, nor could 
there continue much patriotic sentiment 
towards a country which virtually included 
the four hundred millions of Cnincso in its 
scheme of citizenship, and which refused 
to protect its Anglo Saxon citizens against 
the irruption of these barbarians. 
The 
recent 
debates 
in 
Congress, however, 
while 
eliciting a good «leal 
of turgid 
rhetoric of the Rice and Hoar kind, have 
also developed the fact that the majority 
of the national representatives are pre­ 
pared to take the Pacific coast view of this 
question. 
We suppose there is no doubt 
a3 to the ultimate passage of the bill in 
the House, though it may possibly be 
altered so as to shorten the period during 
which Chinese immigration is to be sus­ 
pended. 
There is, however, much difference of 
opinion as to the results to be expected 
from this law. 
At the East it is feared 
that too much is being conceded. 
Here 
we are more apprehensive that we are 
getting too little. 
We do not believe that 
the passage of the bill will be followed by 
any decided change in the situation, in fact, 
and therefore we cannot agree with those of 
our representatives who speak of it as though 
it were a new emancipation proclama­ 
tion. 
It may be a victory over the preju­ 
dices of the Eastern .States, but it does not 
follow that it is to be a victory over the 
Chinese. 
Those who fancy that it will 
end the Chinese question must have made 
a very 
superficial examination of 
the 
situation here, in short, and those who 
believe that it will take that question out 
of politics are equally mistaken. 
When 
it is found that the only effect of it is to 
prevent more Chinese from coming here, 
and that it does not mean the deportation 
of any of those now resident on the Pacific 
coast; when it is found that it makes no 
new openings for white labor, but is more 
likely to result in a reduction of the wages 
of that labor ; we fully expect that it will 
become the object of very strenuous as­ 
saults, and that demands will be made for 
drastic legislation, which Congress will be 
unwilling to concede. 
For these reasons 
we shall not “ enthuse” over the pas­ 
sage of the bill, but shall await the de­ 
velopment of public opinion 
after its 
passage, with a well-grounded expectation 
that the agitation will at no distant date 
be renewed, and not improbably in a leas 
temperate and reasonable manner than at 
the present time.

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NEW YORK 
PRISONS IN POLITICS 


Governor Cornell has taken advantage 
of the expiration of Mr. Pilsbury’a term 
as Superintendent of Prisons, to dismiss 
him from that office. 
The reason given 
for this is that Mr. Pilsbnry has yielded 
to the importunities of the politicians, and 
h is put men in office under him without 
any en «: ■ i 
'1 
* - 
. ifir fitness. 
It 
seems th.ii. u.vrt is - ius basis for this 


charge, and that Mr. Pilsbnry, like many 
another office lialder, has fallen under the 
prestare to which members of the Legis 
latare subjected him. 
But if Governor 
Cornell removes him for this weakness 
he is bound in consistency to fill his place 
with a non-political appointment. 
He has 
not done this. 
On the contrary, he has 
exposed the insincerity of his complaint 
against Mr. Pilsbury by nominating an 
active politician for the office, one Isaac 
V. Baker. 
According to the New York 
Evening Post this person “ has no reputa- 
“ tion except as a politician, and his repu­ 
ta tio n as a politician is bad ; who knows 
“ no more of what is going on in the 
“ science of prison management in the rest 
“ of the world than he knows of the pres- 
“ ent condition of the evolution- contro- 
“ versy; who was a State Senator in the 
“ Tweed days, and retired to private life 
“ under strong suspicion of complicity in 
“ Tweed’s operations, and has since then 
“ won no distinction, except a3 an active 
“ henchman in a small way, skillful in 
“ political intrigues, and in the various 
“ dodges and devices of the more hidden 
“ political ways.” 
That is a promising 
successor to the Pilsburys, father and son, 
who during the past generation have done so 
much for penal science and criminal reform­ 
ation in New York. 
To appoint such a 
man Superintendent of Prisons is scandal­ 
ous, but it was quite what was to have 
been expected from Governor Cornell, who 
is a “ machine” politician of the lowest 
and wor;;t type, and who therefore natur­ 
ally looks upon the prisons as “ spoils.” 
It certainly requires a somewhat abnormal 
degree of brutality in a politician to hold 
this view, but there are politicians suffi­ 
ciently embruted to look upon insane 
asylums and hospitals, as well as upon 
orisons, in the light of legitimate spoils, 
and some of these have even come to the 
surface in California. 
It is deplorable that 
the Governor of Now York should be so 
blind to his responsibilities, but the voters 
of that State have been so submissive to 
the rule of the “ machine” 
for many 
years that it is impossible to sympathize as 
deeply with them a3 if they had made a 
seriou3 or sustained fight against that 
kind of misgovernment. 
Meanwhile Gov­ 
ernor Cornell is in a fair way to destroy 
the work of half a century in the New 
York prisons, aud in doing that he will 
perpetrate more mischief than the service 
of h¡3 whole life can counterbalance.

A 
M ISTAKE 


In his speech on the Chinese bill Page 
said that, “ as he supposed, a high pro­ 
te c t iv e tariff was not for the purpose of 
“ taxing the people of the country, that 
“ the rich might become richer and the 
“ poor poorer, but for the purpose of pro- 
“ tecting 
American 
labor, not against 
“ cheap money, blit against the cheap labor 
“ of Europe and Asia.” 
If Page supposes 
this it shows than he does not understand 
the question at all. A high protective tariff 
does not “ protect American labor.” 
On 
the contrary, it tends to injure American 
labor. 
Under a high protective tariff the 
wages of American workmen have suck to 
the level of European wages, and at the 
same time the coit of living to the Ameri­ 
can workman has been enormously in­ 
creased. 
Whoever therefore pretends that 
the protective tariff protects American 
labor againBt the 
“ pauper 
labor ” 
of 
Europe, is guilty of a serious misrepre­ 
sentation. 
Neither does the high tariff 
have any tendency to protect American 
labor against that of Asia. 
In fact it 
does not protect American labor in any 
way, but it rbbs it in many. 
It has 
brought the state of American working­ 
men to such a pass that they are not at 
present, in many industries, as well off as 
they would he in Europe, for they receive 
no higher pay, and it cos s them very much 
more to live. 
The American workingman 
owes no thanks to the tariff, and he is be­ 
ginning to realize that fact. 
He is ready 
enough to accept real protection, but a 
spurious kind, which does him actual harm 
under the false pretense of benefiting him, 
cannot be expected to appeal to his sym­ 
pathies when he comprehends the truth. 
Iu fact the less said by the Protectionists 
about the “ pauper labor” of Europe, as 
the case stands, the better it will be for 
them, for such references Buggest questions 
and comments which cannot be conven, 
iently answered or explained away. 


THE IROQUOIS CLUB. 


The meeting of the Iroquois Club at 
Chicago to celebrate the anniversary of the 
birth of Andrew Jackson, was made the 
occasion for a liberal outpouring of those 
lofty and statesmanlike sentiments which 
the Democratic party somehow always 
reserves for such opportunities, taking par­ 
ticular care never to waste them on prac­ 
tical politics. 
And advice as to the future 
course of the party was proffered with an 
unstinted hand. 
The venerable Tilden, 
the sprightly but eccentric Watterson, 
the decorous and somewhat dismal Bay­ 
ard, the progressive Palmer, the adroit 
Randall, the polite Seymour, the military 
Hancock, the ponderous Jere Black, the 
gallant Lamar, together with a host of 
other celebrities, great and small, con­ 
tributed freely to the literature of declina­ 
tion. 
It is difficult to gather from these 
epistles what the course of the Demo­ 
cratic party will be hereafter, and chiefly 
for the reason that while its leaders ara 
now overflowing with Jacksonian senti­ 
ments, when platforms have to be made it 
is expediency which controls their utter­ 
ances. 
Henry Watterson 
is for Free 
Trade, first, last and all the time. 
Tilden 
is for anti-centralization, and so are the 
majority. 
All are for the 
grand old 
Jacksonian principles. 
Oae exceedingly 
bold 
correspondent 
actually 
proposes 
Civil 
Service 
reform 
as 
a 
leading 
issue, 
but 
it 
is 
evident 
that this 
particular Democrat must have abandoned 
all hope of holding office again, and that 
his mind is consequently soared. 
Yet 
though many of the suggestions are very 
fine, we have no hope that the party will 
adopt them. 
Ever since the close of the 
rebellion the Democracy has been doing its 
best to tread in the footsteps of the Repub­ 
lican party. 
Its platforms have for the 
most part been attempts to steal the Re­ 
publican thunder. 
It has not been taught, 
even by a monotonous succession of defeats, 
the folly of this line of action, and every 
year it comes up smiling, but “ groggy,” 
and repeats the performance, apparently 
deriving some real gratification from it on 
each repetition, but never finding out, un­ 
til the polls have closed, that it is impossi­ 
ble to win in that way. 
It is indeed possi- 
blc that Henry Watterson has come nearer 


a sana propositien than any of the others, 
in his letter. 
The ñsue of Free Trade cer­ 
tainly promises to be a burning one in the 
near future, and it is on the cards that it 
may sweep the West. 
Hitherto both par­ 
ties have dodged it. 
The Republican lead­ 
ers have made the mistake of concluding 
that they were somehow pledged to the 
maintenance of the Morrill Tariff, which 
was strictly a war measure, and which has 
never had any justification for existence 
since the 
rebellion collapsed. 
A 
time 
has 
been 
reached, 
however, 
when, 
the bulk of the debt being paid off, 
the demand for a surplus revenue of a hun­ 
dred millions a year has ceased to be ap­ 
parent, while on the other hand the burden 
of the Tariff is being felt more forcibly 
every year. 
The producers of the West 
realize at last that they have been sacri­ 
ficed these many years to the manufactur­ 
ers, and they are kicking. 
Should the Re­ 
publican party therefore 
again declare 
itself in favor of Protection, and should 
the Democrats muster courage to take the 
side of Free Trade, it is quite possible that 
a political revolution may take place in the 
West. 
The Republicans can prevent this 
if they have the sense to do so, but it re­ 
mains to be seen whether they have. Thus 
far they have been saved more often by the 
stupidity of their opponents than by any 
skiil or judgment of their own, and now, 
as for years past, their strongest depend­ 
ence is likely to bo upon the Democratic 
talent for political blunders. 
The experi­ 
ence of the past does not warrant a belief 
that the expressions of opinion read before 
the Iroquois Club the other night can be 
taken as indicative of what the Democracy 
will do. 
It has missed so many opportu­ 
nities, in short, that if it failed to miss the 
next one that appears the result would be 
a genuine surprise to the country. 


BOOK REVIEWS. 


ABOUT THE 
RAILROAD TAXES. 


The following is a c p y of a letter sent to 
the Tax-Collector of Yolo end to the various 
Tax-Collectors, and explains itstdf.

Board to inform v. 11 th at Judge Waymire, of San 
Francisco, has vacated the order heretofore granted, 
restraining the Tax Collector of Sacramento county 
from telling <• rtain railroad property ass used In 
18S2 by this Boira. 
The Att rney General informs 
us th at motions were made to vacate in the other 
catea, and th at practically no objections lie to pur­ 
suing the course indicated by the Controller, i. e. 
for the Collector to offer tl.c property once for sale, 
and then to withdraw the pr.-js rty from sale, there 
being no bidder, and re p .rt the m atter to the Con­ 
troller, in order that aeiious may be begun to re­ 
cover the taxes due. 
No objectioi s to this couree will be waged by the 
several railroad companies, as doubtless all they de- 
eire,is to m eet the issues in Court and have their 
rights judicially determined.

In this connection the following has been 
received from counsel in the cases, explana­ 
tory ot the railroad tax matter in Merced and 
Kern : 
“ The Merced Supervisors, after an 
independent investigation i f the 
matter, 
found that the State Board assessment of the 
railr ad in that county was twice as much as 
it would cost to build and equip one like it. 
They thereupon ordered the District Attor­ 
ney to fake judgment for taxes at a valuation 
of $13,000 per mile, which the District At­ 
torney has done. The injunction against the 
Tax Collector of Kern was not dissolved. The 
road was offered upon an utdendandiiig that a 
mere offer, there b ein g no ladders, should not 
be treated as a violation of in ju n c tio n . 
This 
the r .ilroad companies liave.betn willing to 
do with any county.” 


A NOMINAL CONVICTION. 


In the United States District Court 
Thursday, Gabino Calongo, brought from 
San Bernardino by Indian Agent Lawson, 
was on trial for selfiDg whisky to Indians. 
It was shown by the prosecution that the 
defendant had on a certain day gone into 
a saloon iu the town of San Bernardino, 
bought a bottle of whisky, and given it to 
an Indian woman named Maria. 
Caloago, 
who proVtd to be unable to Bpeak a word 
of English, testified, through an interpre­ 
ter, that he had immigrated into this State 
about five months ago, and upon his arrival 
had obtained work upon the railroad. One 
day while walking through the town of 
San Bernardino an ludían Woman asked 
him to buy her two bits worth of whisky. 
He did so, not knowing that he was violat­ 
ing any law, was arrested and had spent 
about two months in jail. 
He concluded 
by requesting that the jury wrould convict 
him, as he did not desire to be acquitted 
and turned loose in the city without friends 
or money and not understanding a word 
of the Euglish language. 
He also said that 
he had a wife and two children dependent 
upon his labor in San Bsrnardino. 
J. L. Crittenden, 
appointed by the 
Court to defend the man, said that the 
Agent unquestionably had some concealed 
motive in arresting him and bringing him 
all the wav to San Francisco for trial for 
such a trifling offense. 
Judge Hoffman, in order that the un­ 
fortunate man might be sent home, in­ 
formed the jury that they could find him 
guilty and recommend him to the mercy of 
the Court. 
They did so, and the man will 
be scut back to San Bernardino with a 
nominal sentence imposed upon him. This 
transaction wil! cost the Government about 
$500, including Marshal Poole’s expenses 
down to San Bernardino and the expenses 
of the witnesses and those of Lawson him­ 
self. 
In response to a question asking 
why the Agent did not avail himself of the 
strmgent State law against selling whisky 
to the Indians, and prosecute such trivial 
offenses at home, one of the Court room 
officials said to a reporter that in such case 
the Indian Agent would not be able to go 
on a pleasure trip to San Francisco at the 
expense of the Government,

T he P robi.z s o r H rs ax L ike. 
By A. Wiiford H all. 
New York : Hall k Co. 
Sacram ento: W. A. A 
C. S. Houghton. 
The author of this large volume, thongh 
unknown to Science or to Literature, has 
taken upon himself a series of tasks for the 
successful achievement of which only tran- 
soecdent intellectual powers could suffice. 
The problem of human life as illustrated by 
phenomena has hitherto proved rather more 
than a match for the best minds, but this 
writer, not content with settiiog every diffi­ 
culty “ here,” has proceeded to arrange the 
“ hereafter” also, and in giving bis views has 
made it perfectly clear that he thicks he has 
said the last word on the whole subject. Nor 
is this by any means a complete measure of 
his enterprise. 
He has not merely under­ 
taken to solve the problem of life, here and 
hereafter, but he has undertaken to play 
havoc with al! the theories of all the leading 
scientific men of the day. Out of his five 
hundred and odd pages he devotes three hun­ 
dred to a demolition of Tyndall and the Un- 
dulatory theory of sound. 
Iu the remaining 
two hundred pages he pulverizes Darwin, and 
Haeckel, aud Huxley, and Mayer, and Helm- 
holz, and a few score more. And snrely 
never was there such an outpouring of blood 
since Don Quixote mRde his famous attack 
upon the wine-skins. 
Nothing can 
be 
more terrible than “ the noise of the cap- 
“ tains and the shouting ” in Mr. Hall’s on­ 
slaught. Nor can there be anything more 
remarkable than the way in which he convicts 
his wretched opponents of positive and even 
abject imbeciiity. 
He has no mercy upon 
them. 
He smites with the sword of the 
L ird and of Gideon. 
He shouts Ha 1 Ha I 
and the breath of his nostrils is as smoke. 
It 
is really a terrible ecene, aud after a little 
becomes no better than a mareacre, for the 
stunted and warped intellects of a Tyndall, 
a Darwin, a Haeckel and a Huxley have no 
uhance whatever against the giant mentality 
of a Wiiford Hall. 
His own account of the way in which he 
came to enter upon this dreadful work of 
slaughter is interesting. 
It appeared to him 
that the defense of religion against science 
had hitherto been altogether too timid and 
feeble. 
It had not occurred to the generality 
of religionists, in fact, to turn the weapons 
of ecience against itself 1 y the simple process 
of deny ing all its conclusion?, ignoring the 
weight of experimental proofs, and setting 
up counter theories upon a foundation of 
gratuitous Resumptions. 
Mr. Hall, however, 
being convinced himself without inquiry that 
Christianity was true, set himself to disprove 
the theory of Evolution, which, also without 
inquiry, he had convinced himself was false. 
Now, when a man reaches his conclusions 
thus in asvance of all investigation, it follows 
necetsarily that his subsequent inquiries will 
fortify his preliminary assumptions ; for being 
hopelessly biased at the outset, he is inca­ 
pacitated for any fruitful search after the 
truth. 
Our author, by his own admission, 
begged the whole question at the beginning. 
Having thus comfortably solved the problem 
in the easiost possible manner, he proceeded to 
write a book which should be a delight aud 
solace to the peculiar class of minds which 
cannot distinguish between this sort of preten­ 
tious rubbish and real scientific investigation, 
and which, because they, too, have accepted 
religious theories in advance of inquiry, are 
far more desirous of finding apologies for 
their positions than of ascertaining whether 
those positions are really tenable. 
Mr. Hall has al least sufficient sense of 
what is due to the world’s method of rea­ 
soning left, to express a consciousness of the 
fact that when an unknown person like him­ 
self thu3 challenges the whole scientific gen­ 
eration, aud undertakes to traverse their 
theories and ridicule their intelligence, he is 
liable to be suspected of presumption. There 
¡3 no doubt about this. 
It is also true that 
the world refuses to accept the presumptuous 
speculations of its Wiiford Halls unless they 
are preferred very much more modestly, and 
supported very much more strongly, than is 
the case in the work before us. Our author 
set out to destroy his opponents, as many a 
champion of theology has dons before; as 
Joseph Cook did only the other day. 
But 
the wake of advancing Science is encum­ 
bered with the wrecks of hundreds of such 
desperate and ambitious ventures, and it will 
not be long before "The Problem of L ife” 
will be added to their number. 
It is, how­ 
ever, interesting to note how unerringly a 
book of this kind sifts out the scientists from 
the sciolists. 
Whoever has been trained to 
habits of scientific investigation immediately 
perceives the fundamental weakness of all 
such argument?, and is therefore not misled 
by any adroitness of sophistry or audacity of 
assumption. 
Bat the class of minds whith 
have been enfeebled by theological ratiocina­ 
tion are incapable of discriminating between 
real and sham science, and cannot distinguish 
between the authority of a Darwin or a 
Spencer and that of a literary quack like this 
author. 
Such minds, deluded by the specicu? fluency 
of the writer, and gratified by Mb constant 
expressions of triumph over the paper men 
he bas in his own self-sufficient imagination 
overthrown, are prone to regard his argu­ 
ments 
as 
“ massive,” 
“ unanswerable,” 
“ profound,” and in all ways superlative. 
It 
might be thought that the reception accorded 
this book by the scientific and literary world 
would have by this time awakened some 
doubt in the minds of its believers. 
But 
nothing is more common than to find intelli­ 
gences so warped that they twist evidence 
which is condemnatory of their position? 
into confirmation of the latter. 
In such a 
case they would say that the silence or con 
tempt with which this work has been received 
only proved that the leiemtific men demol­ 
ished by it were afraid to meet its author iu 
controversy. Of course it would not occur to 
these people that controversy is only called 
for when the new arguments advanced are so 
far scientific as to seriously impugn the theo­ 
ries they are aimed at. 
We have had abund­ 
ant examples of pseudo-science of late year?. 
Thus the inventors of the “ fiat money ” folly 
thought they were entitled to challenge the 
supporters of scientific finance npon eqnal 
terms. 
Of course they were not so entitled, 
for their whole theory was based upon false 
and delusive assumptions, and npon defiance 
of the teachings of experience. 
Nearly all the commendations bestowed 
upon Hall’s book come from obscure religious 
newspapers, 
O d c or two unknown “ pro­ 
fessor?,” accredited to equally unknown rural 
Western colleges (no doubt ranking in educa­ 
tional importance considerably below good 
High Schools), have indorsed it. 
This is the 
extent of the recognition it has received. 
The publishers have apparently printed all 
the favorable notices it has had, and there 
is not one from any journal of literary or 
scientific standing or reputation, or from any 
individual whose name is a guarantee for the 
soundness of his views, or who can be regard­ 
ed as a trustworthy authority in the premi­ 
ses. 
This is the situation after the book has 
been some three years before the pnblic, and 
when it has been peddled and hawked ever 
the country by agents, who have, with the 
instinct of the trib9, evidently made their 
chief attack upon the clergy. 
The latter, 
indeed, furnish nearly Ml the enconiums 
the book has received, and this is perfectly 
natural, for it is certainly a work aft?r their 
own hearts. The scientific men against whom 
it is directed have not paid any attention to 


it, and thongh this no donbt surprises the 
clerical mind, it is in no way wonderful, for 
to scientific readers it is so clearly irrelevant 
and inconclusive as to be uudeserving of 
serious refutation. 
Those who are engaged in 
scientific research cannot pretermit their en­ 
grossing and important studies in order to con­ 
fer the distinction of notice upon every ego­ 
tistical sciolist who thinks he has found 
flaws in their argument. 
In the meantime Hall has his peculiar field 
to himself, and can demolish the cham­ 
pions of Evolution with the utmost ease. 
He possesses a certain fluency of st) le, and 
bis arrogance is so enormous as to make parts 
of Lis works rather amusing reading. 
A 
dozen times in a page he claims to have 
demonstrated “ the infinite fiilacy of the 
current theory,” the “ disastrous self-contra­ 
dictions,” of his mi-erab’e adversiries, the 
“ utter 
overthrow” 
of 
Evolution, 
the 
“ confusion ” into which his tremendous argu­ 
ments have thrown Haeckel and Tyndall 
and the rest, and the glorious and splendid 
manner in w hich he has established his own 
side of the case. 
In fact this kiad of self­ 
laudation is so profusely indulged, and is so 
fulsome, that we are led sometimes to donbt 
whether the author does not really belong in 
the Guiteau catagi ry. 
In a receut paper on 
“ reasoning insanity,” indeed, Dr. Ham­ 
mond of New York sketched a kind of 
lunatic whose most prominent character­ 
istic, he eayp. “ is an overbearing egoti ir, 
which shows itself en all occasion?.1’ 
He 
further observes that “ the egotiem of the?e 
“ people is unmarked by the least trace 
“ of modesty in obtruding themselves and 
“ tbeir avowed good qualities upon the 
“ public at every opportunity. They boast 
“ of their genius, their righteousness, their 
“ goodness of heart, their high sense of 
“ honor, their learning and other qualities 
“ and acquirement?, and this when they are 
“ perfectly aware that they are commonplace, 
“ irreligious, cruel and vindictive, utterly 
“ devoid of any chivalrous feeling, 
and 
“ satmated wi.h ignorance.” 
We do not mean to imply that Mr. Ilali is 
all the had things recited by Dr. Hammond, 
but it is impossible to deny that a man who, 
without scientific training, apparently ignor­ 
ant of all languages but his own, in the 
absence of experimental research, and npon 
no better foundation than a preconceived 
notior, itself bas:d upon superstition of the 
grossest kind, undertakes 
deliberately to 
overthrow tbe hypothesis which yeara of labor­ 
ious and extended research in all the domain 
of science have fortified and establiobed. and 
which now- rests upon ar. immense mass of 
the most clearly verified phenomena, is much 
more likely to be a presumptuous and per­ 
haps not quite sane egotist, than a heaven­ 
sent genim and the teacher of his age. 
To 
those who, from the laxity of their in­ 
tellectual training, are unable to distinguish 
between solid aDd sham arguments, The 
Problem of L i’e is quite likely to appear a 
powerful work. 
Just so the village school­ 
master, though but an ignorant elf, seems a 
very Solomon to the still more ignorant rus­ 
tics of his neighborhood. But the real value 
of the book must be appraised by a higher 
order of intelligence, acd the estimate at 
which it will finaliy be placed has in fact al­ 
ready been made. 
Of couree we have not the space to exam­ 
ine the author’s mock arguments in detail, 
even did we consider ihe game worth the 
candle, but in order to prove to our readers 
that we have not overstated his presumption 
and his ignorance, we will take a single spe­ 
cimen of his work, and analyze it a little. 
Among the arguments Lr Evolution drawn 
from- Embryology considerable stress has 
been laid by Haeckel and others upon the 
appearance in the human embryo, at an early 
stage of its development, of a series of fi-snres 
at each side of the head, resembling in all 
respects the rudimentary gills of the fish. 
This phenomenon is made use of to support 
the conclusion that the human embryo passes 
through the several stages of development be­ 
tween the simple cell and the mammal, dur­ 
ing gestation, thus marking the steps by 
which the human race has been evolved from 
the moneron. 
Mr. Wiiford Hall, in his 
ferocious assault upon Haeckel, falls tooth 
and nail upon this gill phenomenon, acd 
actually nenies the fact of its occurrence, 
basing this denial, not upon experimental 
research in embryology, not upon any knowl­ 
edge of anatomy or physiology, but npon an 
examination of the lithographic plates pub­ 
lished in an English translation of Haeckels 
work 1 To us, and, we venture to thick, to 
every 
sober 
and 
clear - minded 
person, 
such an 
example 
is conclusive. 
Here 
is 
a 
wrier 
who 
is 
so 
grosaly 
ignorant of embryology as not to know that 
the actual 
reeemblar.ee of the so-called 
pharyngeal arches to the gills of a fish is a 
completely-established 
physiological fact; 
and whcse methods are so hopelessly and 
utterly unscientific that he undertakes to 
refute the statement? of one of tbe most 
thorough experimental embryologists living, 
by an argument based upon the appearance 
of a rough drawing of an embryo! 
Had he 
looked into any standard work on physiol­ 
ogy he won’d have been Baved frcm suoh a 
blunder. 
For instance, if he had opened 
Carpenter he would have found it stated 
that “ The aorta subdivides on either side of 
“ the neck into four or five arches, which 
“ are 
separated 
by 
fi-sures 
much 
re­ 
sem bling these forming the entrances to 
“ the gill-cavities of cartilaginous fishes.” 
Gray’s Anatuny would have given him the 
same information, and, iu fac1:, any text­ 
book. 
But instead of ascertaining the facts 
before presuming to discuss the quettior, 
this rash and reckless ignoramus plungts 
headlong into the most preposterous ab­ 
surdities, and in the teeth of all the authori­ 
ties gravely argues, upon the strength of his 
conception of a plate in a book, that the 
pharyngeal arches are not fissures at all, 
but merely “ folds of the skin.” It is by 
arguments of this character and consistency 
that he has sought to overthrow the evolu­ 
tionary hypothesis, and though we have con­ 
sidered it quite sufficient to adduce this one 
glaring instance of his folly and audacity, 
we can assure onr readers that bis book is a 
perfect mine of blunders, and that some of 
them' are, if possible, more inconceivably 
pnerile and stupid than the one we have 
cited. 


As to his tedious and wordy treatise on 
Sound, we quite agree with the criticism of 
Professor Brockett, that “ as an argument 
“ against the nndulatory theory of Sound, 
“ it is an ntter failure.” The arguments to 
establish a Personal God and the Immortality 
of the Soul, are, as was to have been ex 
pected, about as untenable as arguments of 
that kind nsnally are. The whole work, 
however, is perfectly saturated with the most 
egregious egotism, and this feeling leads the 
author to punish his poor opponents in the 
most pitiless fashion. What their sentiments 
are may probably be gathered from the story 
of the Giant who once upon a time, happen­ 
ing to look down toward his feet, noti<xd 
t iat a Little Dwarf was exerting himself 
very violently in that direction, throwing his 
little limbs about, stamping and dancing in 
quite a singular manner. 
Upon seeing which 
phenomenon the Giant innocently inquired, 
“ What are you doing down there, my little 
“ man?” "Doing?” said the Dwatf with 
fury in his eyes, “ I’m fighting yon?” and 
thereupon he fell to again with redoubled 
vigor, while the good-natnred Giant laughed 


quietly, and let the Dwarf pummel a w a y to 
his heart’s content. Just so we have no 
doubt that the Evolutionary Theory and the 
Uadulatory Theory of Sound will continue to 
hold their ground, and will continue to de­ 
velop steadily, and that bye and bye the 
theologians who have bsen congratulating 
themselves upon the acquisition of a new and 
powerful weapon wherewith to assail Skep­ 
ticism, will discover that after all thsir gun 
was only loaded with blank cartridge.

ments of th ir writings and d storting them 
to suit ids own purpose. Wha. ho has 
to say is put forward as po.jessing no 
other title to attention than the intrinsic 
strength of the argument c ii-.itute?, ar.i 
if the book has a fault from the public stand­ 
point it ¡3 that it presupposes iu the reader 
an amount ot scientific information which 
perhaps the generally do n. t ; o.-s. v. Never­ 
theless it is a very fin ely and valuable con­ 
tribution to scientific re.ear !i, f r it íb cer­ 
tainly true that scientific men, being only 
human, are liable to contract error, a::d that 
they are also liable to ben.me too conserv­ 
ative by lurg waking iu one direction.

condition that the Pioneers should within 
two years next following erect thereon a 
substantial and elegant brick edifice, three 
stories in hight, with a granite front, which 
was to be faced with designs commemora­ 
tive of California’s early history ; that in 
design the structure should be classic to 
such an extent that it could be easily dis­ 
tinguished from buildmgs used for busi­ 
ness or commercial purposes. 
The grantor, 
in a clause in the deed, provided that him­ 
self and his heirs and assigns should have 
the right to possess and occupy the prem­ 
ises up to the time the Society of Califor­ 
nia Pioneers began the erection of the 
building. 
Subsequently, and before the 
two years had elapsed, James Lick modi­ 
fied the conditions of his gift by another 
deed, in whieh the Pioneers were given ten 
years in which to erect the building speci­ 
fied. 
After the death of the grantor his 
son appeared, and sought to dispose of 195 
feet of the property on Fourth street be­ 
longing to the estate, 40 feet of which was 
the lot now in dispute. 
The property was 
not disposed of, and the Society of Pio­ 
neers, for the purpose of testing the owner­ 
ship of the disputed lot, brought the suit 
against the tenants.

T he S unday law havm g been declared con­ 
stitu tio n al by th e Suprem e C ourt, it is now 
an established m isdem eanor to conduct any 
business prohibited in Section 299, C hapter 
V I I. of 
th e P enal Code

C alifornia. 
T here 
is 
likely to be frequent 
contests 
of this character in the C ourts, and the di­ 
versity of opinion regarding the righteousness 
of th e law will not. in all ^probability, be 
m uch abated by the f ict th a t it has been de­ 
clared co rstitu tio n al bv the highest legal 
trib u n al in th e S tate.

any wines, liquors or intoxicating drinks are bought, 
sold, used, dr¿nk, or given away, or who purchases 
any ticket of admission, or directly or indirectly 
pays any admis-ion f e to or for the purpose of w it­ 
nessing or attending any such place of amusement, 
spectacle, performance or representation, is guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 
Sec. 300. Every person who ke: ps open on Sun­ 
day any store, w rkshop, bar, saloou, banking- 
house, or other place of business, for the purpose of 
transacting business therein, is punishable by a fine 
not less than $5 or more than $50. 
Sec. 301. The provisions of the preceding section 
do not app’y to persons who, on Sundav, keep open 
hotels, boarding-houses, barbcr-ebo s, baths, m ar­ 
kets, restaurants, taverns, livery stables, or retail 
drug stores, for the legitimate busiress of each, 
or such m anufacturing 
establishments 
as 
are 
usually kept in continued operation.

cities in t ’da S tate have authorized the arrest 
by- th fir officers of all persons violating this 
law .

G uttenperger yesterday, w here the?e m ills 
are fceieg m anufactured, and saw the sam e in 
active operation. 
T he S tiles pulverizer is 
b u ilt of iron and steel. 
T here is no w aste 
of m aterial iff th eir construction. 
I t consists 
of an iron fram e, varying in size according to 
the size of the grinding surface. 
T he largest 
y et m ade is a fram e cast solid, 26x28 inches 
square, upon w hich are bolted four cast iron 
legs. 
U pon the to p of this fram e are thn 
boxes for the reception of the grinding wheel 
shafts. 
One p air of boxes are m ade fast to 
the fr.-me, and the other pair are m ade to 
slide upon th e top, w hich answ er th e double 
purpose of holding th e boxes to th e solar 
plates. 
A ttach ed to the sliding boxes are 
springs, which serve to keep one grinding face 
against the face of th e other, am i in ease of 
any hard substance, such as nuts, bolts, pick 
paints, etc., th e boxes w ill spring back, re­ 
lieving the shafts and w heels from any undue 
strain. 
T he w heels are m ade sim ilar to an 
o rdinary friction gear left perfectly sm ooth, 
w ithout corrugations. 
Betw een each pair of 
boxes are set screws, by which the wheels are 
adjusted.so a? to crush fine or coarse, as m ay 
be desired. 
In passing th e rock through the 
first tim e, th e w heels m ay be set one half of 
an inch ap art, or m ore. 
T he sec m d tim e 
passing through tney m ay be brought face to 
face, reducing th e sand down to flour. 
T he 
pow er for the reduction of five tons w ill be 
one-horse; th a t of tw en ty tons, four-horse, 
and so on, ac 'online to th e stren g th of the 
pulverizer. 
I t consists also irr the speeding 
of the m achine. 
T he dies and accom panying 
p lates of the g rinder are m ade of w hite iron 
or str-el, readily adjusted, taking b u t a few 
ininu'es to displace them and renew the 
wheels, which are as good as new for fu rth er 
use. 
T hey are bolted on the shafting the 
sam e as plow shares. O ne pair of these wheels 
w ill grind a large am ount of rock before they 
need changing (according to the kardne.3fc of 
the rock). 
T h e w eight of these shoes aud 
dies w ill be about 150 pounds, divided into 
three pieces. 
T here is an autom atic feed a t­ 
tached to th e pulverizer, which can be regu­ 
lated so as to conform to th e pow er applied. 
T hese wheels are m ade to run differentially or 
otherw ise, as parties m ay desire.

SOVEREIGNS DINING IN A 
STABLE. 


In Chantilly are the remains of what 
was ODce the most magnificent palace in 
France, w ith the celebrated stables of the 
1’rince de Conde. 
Tne pialace wa3 one of 
the finest residences in Europe, 'nut the 
Chateau d ’Eughien, the Chateau Brurhon 
and the Tennis Court are all that remain 
of th at pile of buildings once so superb 
and so much admired. 
The stables, the 
most elegant aud commodious in Europe, 
suffered little at the time of the revolu­ 
tion ; very few of the sculptured orna­ 
ments were injured by the destructive 
mob ; they were all illustrative of subjects

The first are truly magnificent. 
Over the 
center rises a circular dome with a gallery 
round its base at a great height from the 
ground, into which open the grooms’ apart- 
menis. 
On either side of this building 
runs the avenues of the stables, right and 
left in a straight line. 
On one side were 
the stalls of eighty English hunters, ali 
carefully and cleanly groom ed; on the 
other sixty carriage horses from Flanders. 
When the allied sovereigns were in Paris 
after the fall of Napoleon, they visited the 
Prince de Conde at Chantilly. 
The Prince 
had the center hung with curtains, so as to 
shut out all sight of the horses, and other­ 
wise ornamented it. 
Therein he enter­ 
tained the sovereigns at a sumptuous ban­ 
quet. 
A iter dinner the Emperor Alexander 
told Conde that it was the finest baDquet- 
ing-room he had ever seen. 
The Prince re­ 
plied th at His Majesty was only in the 
midst of his stables and among his horses. 
The Emperor would not believe it. 
Conde 
gave a whistle ; in an instant the curtains 
were drawn aside and displayed 140 horBes 
standing in their stalls with a groom in 
livery at the head of each. 
The Emperor 
was as much astonished as he was gratified 
at this sight.

Last fall the weather-wise, w ith that un­ 
erring knowledge which they imagine they 
possess, informed ns th at we need not look 
for much rain or snow this year, as we 
would have an “ open w inter.” 
I d o not 
know on w hat they based their predictions, 
but I am sure they missed it as badly as 
they ever did before, for of rain there has 
been all that has been needed, and of snow 
more than for many years past. 
Yester­ 
day was a day to be remembered. 
From 
morning till night there were alternate falls 
of rain, snow and hail w ithout interm is­ 
sion, and a portion of the day accompanied 
by thunder and lightning. 
B ut a few 
mi’es east of this place the suow is reported 
to be more than three feet deep. 


FRUIT INTERESTS— INSECT RAVAGES. 
The weather has been so cold that there 
is but little indication of the frnit trees 
budding for some time to come, and people 
are hopeful th at it will be so late when 
they do bloom that there will be no danger 
from frost. 
For several years past the 
peach crop has either been badly injured 
or destroyed by the frost, and as the apple 
crop is no longer to be counted oa—owing 
to 
the 
codling moth—the 
peach has 
become of more importance. 
The great 
question now among fruit-growers is what 
can be done to relieve us from this pest 
whieh is destroying one of our most im­ 
portant interests? 1 fear the case is almost 
a hopeless one. 
I have conversed with 
some of our largest fruit-growers, aud they 
inform me the moth has spread over almost 
the entire country—only those orchards at 
an altitude of five hundred to a thousand 
feet above this, have, so far, escaped. 
17. ey have even mvaded the household, 
the outbuildings, fences, trees, logs ; are 
under stones, 
in 
the 
ground, 
every­ 
where, 
aud 
in 
myriads, 
and 
the 
wonderful 
rapidity 
with 
which 
they 
have spread is startling. 
Still, although 
the outlook is disheartening', there is no 
doubt but th at intelligent and persistent 
effort will do much to ltssen the evil. 
An 
old farmer and extensive fruit-grower near 
this place informs me th at he succeeded in 
getting a fair crop of apples last year by 
watching the early development of the 
fruit and picking o ff all that showed a ten­ 
dency to mature earlier than they should. 
In this way, and by a vigorous and unceas­ 
ing crusade against them, he succeeded in 
obtaining a fair crop, while many of his 
neighbors saved scarcely enough for the 
use of their families, believing nothing 
could be done to save the fruit. 
Others 
here propose to sow their orchards down to 
ciovtr, cluimiag th at it lessee the ravages 
of the moth greatly. 
Indeed, this is a 
m atter of so great importance th at the 
most determined effort should be made by 
every one to rid us of this evil, because all 
are interested, either as producers or con­ 
sumers. 


THE WHEAT CROP— MINING MATTERS. 
It was thought by many farmers that 
the cold weather of the last month had 
injured the w hrat crop, but it seems to 
have received no injury, and Í3 looking ex­ 
tremely well, especially th at growing on 
the high table land a mile or two east 
from here. 
The principal hardship en­ 
tailed upon us by the cold weather is the 
closing of the ditch by snow and ice, and 
unV’ss the weather moderates considerably, 
the water will hardly come through before 
two or three weeks. 
This, of course, sus­ 
pends mining operations, and contributes 
largely to the general cry of hard times. 
The Piacerville Gold Quartz Company, 
however, have succeeded in keeping their 
mill running, and are said to be taking out 
some excellent rock. 
They have latelv 
parchased the Tlcse mine, adjoining their 
own, and are to add ten Btamps to their 
mill, which will increase its capacity one- 
half. 
Reports coming from the north side 
of the ri\’er arc quite flattering, and from 
the q u a d ity and richness of the ore 
brought in it indicates lively work there 
in the spring, for we must consider this as 
winter yet. 
DULL TIMES. 
Merchants complain th at business has 
been very dull all winter, yet it is not prob­ 
ably more so than usual at this season, and 
will no doubt greatly improve as the season 
advances. 
There is always complaint by 
the farmers at this season of the year of 
ecircity of money ; and I question if they 
are not mneh to blame for it themselves. I 
know a score or more of them who buy 
nearly all the vegetables they use in their 
families, the butter, lard, most of their 
meat, aud even the wheat to feed their 
chickens. 
Some are forced to buy hay for 
their stock, or, worse still, turn it out on 
the barren, frozen hills, without shelter, to 
live if it can, and die if it will. 
If the 
former, the cattle come ont in the spring 
mere shadows, and midsummer must come 
before they are even in fair condition again; 
and if the latter, it is charged to bad luck, 
and is taken as an indication of hard times. 
It is interesting to compare what is called 
hard times in California with that in some 
of the Eastern States years ago. 
How 
many old 
and even middle-aged men 
can recall times in their lives when even 
whole seasons passed without their coming 
into possession of more than a dollar or 
two ; when tney practiced 


THE UTMOST ECONOMY 
In every relation of life, aud yet were 
oheerful, and complained but little of hard 
times. 
Boys then found the utm ost diffi­ 
culty iu obtaiuing possession of even a few 
cents, while here in California there is 
scarcely a boy that has not, or cannot get, 
if he wants it badly, ten times that amount, 
and with little effort, too. 
I remember 
once going to a neighboring village to spend 
the Fourth of July with two copper cents 
in my pocket. 
It was my first holiday in 
town, and it was really a happy one. 
One 
cent purchased a stick of candy, which re­ 
sembled a miniature barber pole, and the 
other a piece of gingerbread. Californians, 
as a rule, have a very limited knowledge 
of domestic economy. 
The faot is, it takes 
too much to make us happy aud too little 
to makes us miserable. 
This has been a 
favored laud, and very many of us are 
spoiled. 
AYe grumble and growl at our lot 
because we are really ignorant of genuine 
hard times.

WASHINGTON TEU K ITO BT. 
P lan for B uffiing th e T eredo. 
O lym pia, March 17th.—W. N. Horton, 
has lately invented a plan for the protection 
of piles against the ravages of the teredo, 
which it is thought will become a perfect suc­ 
cess. In boring pump logs the auger leaves 
a hole about two inches Binaller than the core 
of the log, and Horton’s plan is to bore any 
necessary depth, and afterwards fill the space 
with cheap cement, formed of certain iogre li­ 
enta which will completely prevent the teredo 
from boring through it. The bark and wood 
mi the outside will protect the cement from 
being knocked off by vessels or logs striking 
it, while the care will be sufficient to sustain 
auy weight put upon it, the cement helping to 
make it indestructible. As it costs about $40 
to cupper piles now, the plan snggested will 
proba! ly be the saving of thousands and per­ 
haps millions of dollars, and will no diubt 
be generally adopted in the building of 
wharves hereafter. Horton has applied for a 
patent in this country, and will make appli­ 
cation for patents in Europe and Australia.
